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Small Army Ponders 
On Outcome of Policy 


passinest HOOVER’S statement 
announcing that tax reduction is to 
be sought by economizing on the agen- 
cies of national defense has aroused 
considerable discussion as to the pres- 
ent comparative state of the United 
States Army with those of other world 
powers as well as to the probable effect 
of the President’s move on our Army. 

At present the United States has a 
smaller active armed force than any 
other world power except Germany, 
which is limited under the treaty. And 
even then our army of 136,029 repre- 
sents but .11 per cent of our popula- 
tion. Japan has the next smallest 
army and hers is 210,000 men—but 
little less than twice the size of the 
United States. Other world powers 
range upwards to France which main- 
tains an active force of 666,945, con- 
stituting 1.63 per cent of her popula- 
tion. 


Our Low “Insurance” 

Considered purely as a maiter of in- 
surance for our national wealth our 
expenditures for 1929 show quite 
pointedly that the United States is pay- 
ing less for that insurance than any 
other power. With a national wealth 
of $423,000,000,000 and an appropria- 
tion of $282,118,885 for the Army the 
United States is paying .07 per cent 
of her national wealth for land pro- 
tection. The naval appropriation of 
318,131,957 makes our total cost for 
national defense .14 per cent of our 
national wealth. The nation paying 
the next smallest percentage for her 
total national defense is Germany which 
pays but .30 per cent of her national 
wealth. The British Empire pays .40 
per cent; France, .67 per cent; Italy 
-72; Japan, .55, while Russia pays a 
percentage of 1.33. Thus our rate. of 
insurance for our national wealth is 
the lowest of all of the world powers. 

Purely on the cost to the individual 
citizen, our per capita cost for our 
Army in 1929 was $2.10. France’s per 
capita cost was $2.22; Italy’s was $2.63, 
while in Soviet Russia it-reached the 
sum of $2.87. 

Foremost in the minds of those in 
Army circles now is the membership 
and probable action of the commission 
which is to be set up within the Gen- 
eral Staff “to reconsider our whole 
Army program, to see what services 
and other outlays have become obso- 
lete through advancement of scientific 
war methods, and what development 
program can be well spread over 
longer period.” 


Speculate on Commission 

Considerable discussion was aroused 
as to whether or not the wording of 
the President’s announcement “within 
the General Staff” would result in leav- 
ing off the commission any represen- 
tation of the office of the assistant 
secretary of war who is charged with 
the procurement of military supplies 
and industrial mobilization. Present 
indications are that it will not; that 
that branch of national defense will be 
represented as well as all others when 
it comes to considering what is to be 
done about the Hoover pronouncement. 
It is entirely possible that the assistant 
Secretary may appoint chief of 
branches or assistant chiefs outside of 
his own organization to represent in 
that important work. 

The Secretary of War announced 
July 24 that he would appoint the 
board in a few days, but had not de- 
cided upon the number of officers that 
would compose it. 

In further discussion of the subject 
of the President’s statement, the Sec- 
Tetary stated that the Pregident’s at- 
tention had been called to the growing 
expenditures for military purposes and 
that he had decided that a survey be 
made to ascertain whether or not cer- 
tain activities now carried on have not 
become obsolete. Appropriations have

Reaction to Navy Curtailment 
And Tax Reduction Discussed

OMING with startling suddenness 

but obviously timed to lend weight 
to the final ratification of the Kellogg 
Pact and serve as an object lesson of 
peace and good will to Russia, China 
and the whole world, the initial step 
in the Hoover-MacDonald naval arma- 
ment reduction program was announced 
almost co-incident with the formal 
ceremonies at the White House on July 
24. 

Suspend Cruiser Building 

England’s gesture in suspending 
work on two cruisers, already long de- 
ferred, two submarines, other 
ships and slowing down of certain dock- 
yard work was almost immediately re- 
ciprocated by the President’s announce- 
ment that work on three of the five 
cruisers authorized and appropriated 
for during the first year of the fifteen 
cruiser, three-year program would be 
deferred “until there has been an op- 
portunity. for full consideration of their 


effect upon the final agreement for 
parity.” ae 
This action by the British Govern- 


ment was right in line with the fore- 
cast made in the last issue of the Army 
and Navy Journal, the only variation 
being the proceedure adopted. This 
paper stated last week that indica- 
tions pointed to a counter-proposal 
from the British that the limitation 
question be dealt with on a two-phase 
basis, the first phase being a cancel- 
lation or reduction 
tion and the second consideration of 
existing tonnage on a parity basis. 
Right of Step Questioned 

The question of the President’s right 
to suspend work on the three cruisers 
assigned to Navy Yards was imme- 
diately raised. Technically there are 
intimations from official sources that 
the phraseology offers technical loop- 
holds. Strictly speaking, however, he 
is flaunting the will of Congress, the 
plain intent, as brought in the cruiser 
fight debate and the refusal of Con- 
gress to abandon the time limit clause. 
In fact proponents of the measure felt 
they were making it mandatory on the 
President to carry out the program 
literally. On the other hand the White 
House holds that he is within his rights 
in delaying construction so long as ac- 
tual work is begun before next July in 
the event no agreement is reached. 

What good the administration hopes 
will come from this gesture is the 
question. Even the President points 
out that these ships would not figure 
in the final settlement. It is obvious 
that under any agreement, they will 
have to be built and there is every 
likelihood that the entire fifteen will be

needed if even an “elastic’’ parity is 
reached. 
The cruiser. situation is too well 


known to the services to need recapitu- 
lation. Many see great hope in Pre- 
mier MacDonald’s admission of the dc- 
ceptance of the parity principle and in 
the President’s stressing of this prin- 
ciple as basic. On the other hand those 
who have followed the long-drawn out 
negotiations point out that there have 
been repeated acceptances of “parity in 
principle” but a consistent refusal to 
apply it on the part of the British. 


British Move Ostentatious 

It is interesting to note the different 
styles in diplomacy.. The British an- 
nounce with a blare of trumpets an- 
other delay in construction of two crui- 
sers. The American government starts 
a scrapping program of its 22 old 
cruisers, 3 having already been dis- 
posed of, and maintains the strictest 
secrecy about its plans. The question 
arises as to whether this could not 
have been used advantageously as an 
evidence of good faith and a reduction 
move in lieu of the stoppage of con- 
struction of the three cruisers which 
eventually will have to be built. 

In connection with the discussion of 
the limitation negotiations, there is 
much service talk about the presiden- 
tial arraignment of our national expen- 
ditures for military purposes. From 
the Navy viewpoint it would have been 
better had some explanation been given 
with references to the increased cost 
being largely due to the diminishing 
purchasing power of the dollar. It 
smacked somewhat of the Hughes pro- 
nouncements about the time of the 
Washington conference with their 
promises of great savings and tax re- 
ductions. 

Living Costs Vital Angle 

In considering the cost of our army 
and navy, however, it is vital that an- 
other factor be kept in mind, namely, 
the higher standard of living of which 
Americans are justly proud. We boast 
of the fact that the American brick- 
layer receives more than his fellow- 
workman in Europe; that the day la- 
borer in this country receives many 
times more than the Asiatic coolie. 

The standard of living in America is 
reflected in the cost of our military 
establishment. 

At the Geneva preparatory confer- 
ence in 1927, for example, it was esti- 
mated that the cost of recruiting, 
training, equipping and putting one 
American soldier in the field would pro- 
vide twelve soldiers for the French 
army.

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Defense in Spotlight 
After Hoover’s Moves 


LL this week the National Defenses 
have held the spot-light. 
Co-incident with the final ratifica- 
tion of the Kellogg Peace Pact, out- 
lawing war, the Army and Navy have 
been under a heavy barrage. 
Starting with the announcement from 
the White House on July 22 that a 
survey of Army activities had been 
ordered for the purpose of curtailing 
military expenditures to correspond 
with the savings anticipated by inter-. 
national agreement on naval reduc- 
tion, in the hope of making possible 
further tax reduction, developments fol- 
lowed with breath-taking rapidity. 
Just before the Treaty ratification at 
the White House on July 24, Premier 
MacDonald announced the curtailment 
of the British naval building program. 
He told Parliament that work would 
be suspended on the Cruisers Surrey 
and Northumberland laid down in Gov- 
ernment dockyards as part of the 1928 
program, that no start would be made 
on the 1929 program for two more 
cruisers and other smaller craft, “at 
any rate until further examination” in 
the autumn and that the two proposed 
submarines would be cancelled. 


Hoover Responds In Kind 

Later the same day, following the 
White House ceremonies, President 
Hoover announced that construction 
work on three of the five cruisers of 
the 1929 building program would be 
deferred. These three are to be built 
on the Navy Yards and their keels 
would be laid this fall, appropriations 
for the start of their construction hav- 
ing been provided in the so-cailed 
Cruiser Bill of the last Congress. 

In many quarters the happenings of 
the week are not viewed as a mere 
co-incidence. Passage of the fifteen 
cruiser bill at the last session, paral- 
leling the approval by the Senate of 
the Kellogg Pact gave rise to some 
criticism of the administration. Its 
sincerity in advocating outlawry of war 
and at the same time building up the 
Navy was classified in some quarters 
as inconsistent. 

For weeks negotiations toward an 
international agreement that would not 
only limit but reduce the cost of naval 
armament have been going on.. Am- 
bassador Dawes and Premier MacDon- 
old have been “getting together” and 
plans for the Premiers’ proposed visit 
to the United States have advanced to 
the point where he mentions October 
as the probable time for his trip. The 
Hoover “yardstick” of equivalent 
values, as a substitute for the former 
proposals of total tonnage or limita- 
tion by categories, has been worked 
out by the naval experts here and sub- 
mitted to other naval powers for ap- 
proval. 


Planned Coup Seen 

Many close observers feel that the 
dynamic developments of the past few 
days did not just happen but were ar- 
ranged to “break” simultaneously. 
Public opinion here and in Great Brit- 
ain must support the negotiations that 
are under way or they are foredoomed 
to failure. 

Whether this be correct or not the 


“fact remains that public attention has 


been focussed on the attempts to reach 
an agreement and the way is open for 
real developments. 

With respect to the presidential 
ukase that ways and means be found 
to reduce the military expenditures, 
proponents of an adequate national de- 
fense fear that his statement of ex- 
isting conditions will leave a wrong 
impression and militate against pop- 
ular support of the national defense, 
No one questions the accuracy of his 
statements of the growing cost of the 
military es ablishment. Obviously they 
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Flying Sparks In Far East 





NEWSPAPERS from coast to coast have been alive with news and editorials 
of the situation in the Far East. While a few view the situation as a mere 
gesturely “rattling of sabres” the majority believe that it would take little time 
for the spark to become a great blaze. A few of the papers comment on the 
United States’ $5,000,000 interest in the Chinese Eastern Railway and some 
speak of Japan’s interests in Manchuria. 


NONRECOGNITION OF RUSSIA by the United States and its relation to the 
situation was the subject of an editorial in the San Diego Union (Republi- 
can), which reads, “Our State Department must persist in an official belief that 
China is engaged in a quarrel without an adversary. Although it is a fact of 
common knowledge that it takes two to make a quarrel, China cannot quarrel 
with Soviet Russia—at least, not before the official eye of our State Department 
—for the good and sufficient reason that Soviet Russia does not officially exist. 
There is no such animal. There is a China, officially recognized. China is en- 
gaged in a violent controversy. That our State Department realizes. But 
China is quarreling all by itself. The United States has $5,000,000 invested in 
the subject matter of this quarrel, but can take no steps to protect its invest- 
men by mediation—there being no precedent for mediation between only one 
party to a conflict. Diplomacy has its lighter moments.” 


ISING POWER OF the Nanking government is seen by the Oakland Tribune 
(Independent Republican), which comments: “One of the significant things 
in the present situation is that the Chinese in Manchuria are recognizing the 
power of the Nanking government. There is evidently an agreement between 
Chiang Tsueh Liang, governor of Manchuria, and Chiang Kai Shek, and a de- 
termination to oust Russian control of the railroads, drive out Soviet propa- 
ganda and restore Chinese integrity. * * * A few days ago Chinese and Japa- 
nese relations seemed closer than in years. At any moment now Japan may be 
forced to move toward regaining her grip on Manchuria . 


TANGER LIES, believes the Washington Post (Independent), in the Russian 
troops along the border. “Let the Soviet leaders,” the paper writes, “an- 
nounce that the real danger to peace lies on the border and that Russian troops 
are forthwith to be withdrawn in order to minimize that danger. Let the massed 
Russian forces, field guns, airplanes and all be ordered back a stipulated dis- 
tance from Chinese territory in proof of the Soviet desire to remove all chance 
of friction. Skeleton forces necessary for guarding property and maintaining 
order might remain in proximity of the border, but the massed forces of the 
Soviet war machine are out of place there if the Communist peace protestations 
mean anything.” 
NDER THE HEADING “England and Russia,” the New York Times (Inde- 
pendent Democratic), prints: “Events on the Chinese frontier are not mak- 
ing it any easier for the Labor Government in England to resume diplomatic 
relations with Soviet Russia. To convinced pacifists like Prime Minister Mac- 
Donald the issue of an ‘ultimatum’ to the Chinese Nationalists cannot seem 
highly ingratiating. Yet steps have been taken to sound out the Russian Gov- 
ernment in the matter of recognition.” 


‘THE Indianapolis News (Independent Republican), sees a stronger Chinese 

government arising. It notes: “In its response to the original ultimatum, 
Nanking did not give any hint of subservience, or general yielding, to the Mos- 
cow demands. There was an obvious manifestation of stronger will by the Na- 
tionalist regime, compared with the tone frequently displayed by former Chinese 
administrations in international relations. * * * In the background, of course. 
is the immense project of the nationalists for unifying the republic and of mak- 
ing Chinese sovereignty effective to the fullest degree possible north of the Great 


A MORE DEEP seated foundation for the controversy than that put forth is 
believed to exist by the New Orleans Item (Independent Democratic), which 
asserts: “It doesn’t seem likely to us that the cause assigned for the present 
break—the control of the Chinese Eastern Railway—is the real cause, or the 
whole cause. It seems more likely that the trouble is the natural fruition of 
old and continuous frictions developed in the frustration of Communistic ambi- 
tions in China. * * * Great Britain has, of course, been clinching its contacts 
there as much as possible. The British interests in such fields, regardless of 
the Anglo-Russian entente existing before the late war, have always run more or 
less counter to Russia’s.” 


(COMMENTING ON OUR interest in the situation, the Boston Post (Inde. 
pendent Democratic), continues: “But Americans certainly do not wish to 
be actively involved in this situation. The danger is that we may be ‘jockeyed’ 
into a position where we will be compelled to act as co-guarantors of some peace 
settlement which will entangle us deeply in the highly explosive field of inter- 
national activity. Soviet Russia is playing a deep game in China. If war is 
to be averted the Chinese must make definite concessions to the Moscow gov- 
ernment.” 


HINA’S CONDUCT is criticized by the Detroit Free Press (Independent), ex- 
pressing itself thus: “The statement attributed in dispatches to Chiang 
K’ai-Shek that ousting Soviet agents from Manchuria is merely a first step in 
putting not only Soviet Russia but all other foreign countries in their place, with 
January 1 as the moving day, will not increase the sympathy with which China’s 
efforts to rid herself of extra territorialists heretofore have been regarded. While 
they were ready to admit that her patience has been sorely tried, China’s friends 
abroad have hoped that her leaders would proceed toward complete political in- 
dependence and freedom of action in a more orderly manner. The abrupt ac- 
tion in Manchuria that has brought China to the verge of war with the Soviet 
is tainted with the same contempt for contracts that has destroyed the Soviet’s 
credit abroad.” 


Wwak IS NOT sought by either side, according to the Baltimore Sun (Inde 
pendent Democratic), which asserts, “There is still constant danger of war 
in Manchuria, owing to the possibility of border forays and the industry of the 
rumor mills in Harbin, but it is fairly obvious that neither Russia nor China 
is anxious to fight. In spite of the precipitate action in China in seizing the 
remnants of Russian equity in the Chinese Eastern Railway and in spite of the 
clamorings of the mob in Moscow—clamor which is much the same as in Capi- 
talist cities in similar circumstances—the situation can be held fairly well in 
hand, if the responsible heads of the respective governments are alive to their 
responsibilities. To the Russian Soviet Government must be given a large 
measure of credit for the fact that war is not already in progress. It is easy 
to say that her interests demand peace, and that to wage war across Siberia 
would not be easy, and that she is anxious to make character with capitalist 
nations with money to lend. Nevertheless, how many other countries, with 
more to lose by war than Russia has now would be talking peace after such an 
episode as the seizure of the Chinese Eastern Railway?” 


BELIEVING THAT THE United States should make every effort to prevent 
conflict, the Journal of Commerce and Commercial (Commercial), says: “If, 
in spite of all the excellent arguments against it Russia and China should, not- 
withstanding, resort to war, the United States could hardly permit the conflict 
to proceed without making every effort to induce the combatants to submit their 
differences to arbitration. As the prime movers in securing general acceptance 
of the Kellogg pact, this country owes it to the world to prove, if it possibly 
can, that that document is not a meaningless collection of words e3* 
the United States fails to act, moreover, it leaves the field open for intervention 
by Japan, the country which has the largest and more permanent stake of any

man and paid $21 a month, or 70 cents 
a day. An apprentice seaman in the 
English navy receives about 25 cents a 
day. Roughly speaking, the enlisted 
men of the United States Navy receive 
about $20,000,000 a year more than 
about the same number in the British 
navy. And officers in the American 
Navy receive about $20,000,000 a year 
more than the officers in the British 
navy. 

High Subsistence 

The standard of subsistence in the 
American Navy is also the highest in 
the world. 

The same is true of the Construc- 
tion Corps. The best measure of this 
is furnished by the modern 10,000-ton 
cruisers. In Jane’s “Fighting Ships” 
we find that the British 10,000-ton 
cruisers of the Kent class cost around 
$10,000,000 apiece. All of the esti- 
mates for our own 10,000-ton cruisers, 
now building, have been around $17,- 
500,000. The recent contracts award- 
ed Navy Yards and private ship build- 
ers at ten or eleven millions should not 
prove confusing because these bids 
were for hull and machinery only. The 
cost of armament and other fittings 
will bring the cost of these vessels to 
over $17,000,000. The comparison is 
fair because the vessels are of the 
same tonnage, with approximately the 
same speed, mounting the same sized 
guns and built about the same time. 
The same general conclusion will be 
reached by considerine the construc- 
tion of merchant tonnage where United 
States prices average about 50 per cent 
higher than the British and European 
costs. 

In international negotiations the 
United States Government has per- 
sistently refused to accept the bud- 
getary yard stick for limiting: arma- 
ments. This is sound because the bud- 
getary method means nothing in rela- 
tive strength. The conscript system of 
France, Italy and Japan, where the 
soldier is provided only tobacco money 
during his course of training, is no- 
toriously less expensive than in volun- 
teer countries, like the United States 
and England. 

Our Post Office Department costs 10 
times as much as the British, although 





it serves only three times as many peo- 
ple. Living costs and our higher stan- 
dard are responsible here as well as 
in military activities and should be 
kept constantly 1 mind in measuring 
military strength. 

The text of President Hoover’s 
statement on naval disarmament fol- 
lows: 

I have read with real satisfaction 
the statement which the prime minis- 
ter has made in the House of Com- 
mons. The American people are great- 
ly complimented by his proposed visit 
and he will find a universal welcome. 

Mr. MacDonald’s statement marks 
a new departure in discussing of naval 
disarmament. The prime minister in- 
troduces the principle of parity which 
we have now adopted and its consum- 
mation means that Great Britain and 
the United States henceforth are not 
to compete in armament as potential 
opponents, but to cooperate as friends 
in the reduction of it. The prime min- 
ister has stated clearly and unmis- 
takably the principles on which he is 
acting. I can not but be responsive 
to the generous terms in which he has 
spoken of the attitude and purpose of 
the United States. We join in his 
efforts in the same spirit. 

Mr. MacDonald has indicated the 
good will and positive intention of the 
British Government by suspension of 
construction of certain portions of 
this year’s British naval program. It 
is the desire of the United States to 
show equal good will in our approach 
to the problem. 


We have three cruisers in this 


year’s construction program which 
have been undertaken in the Govern- 
ment navy yards, the detailed draw- 
ings for which are now in course of 
preparation. The actual keels would, 
in the ordinary course, be laid down 
some time this fall. Generally speak- 
ing, the British cruiser strength con- 
siderably exceeds American strength at 
the present time and the actual con- 
struction of these three cruisers would 
not be likely in themselves to produce 
inequality in the final result. 

We do not wish, however, to have 
any misunderstanding of our actions 
and therefore we shall not lay these 
keels until there has been an oppor- 
tunity for full consideration of their 
effect upon the final agreement for 
parity which we expect to reach, al- 
though our hopes of relief from con- 
struction lie more largely in the lat- 
ter years of the program under the 
laws of 1928.

Army Ponders Fate 
(Continued from Pirst Page) 
been made for the National Guard, C. 
M. T. C., and the R. O. T. C., but at 
the same time the Regular Army has 
become no smaller. Some people have 
raised the question as to whether some 
of these activties have not, in part, 
displaced the Regular Army. In mak- 
ing this survey, the President has no 
desire to injure the national defense, 
and in order that there may be no 
letting up in the national defense the 
survey will be made by the Army. 

Reduction Problematical 

In answer to an inquiry as to whether 
he thought there was a possibility of 
making such drastic reductions as has 
been made in the Navy, the Secretary 
replied that it was difficult for him to 
answer such a question. The War De- 
partment is a large and intricate ma- 
chine and for a layman to look into 
such an organization with a view to 
taking drastic action in connection with 
it was practically an impossibility. 

In reply to the suggestion from some 
quarters that a civilian commission 
should make the survey, the Secretary 
replied that he did not believe that 
civilians would be able to make such 
a study or render any great amount of 
aid; that the best way to make a con- 
servative, sound survey was to have 
it done by men who are trained to do 
so and are well acquainted with the 
organization. In answer to further in- 
quiry as to whether the Cavalry and 
Coast Artillery would be surveyed with 
a view to their abolition, the Secretary 
stated that all branches would be sur- 
veyed; that the survey would be broad 
in character and would endeavor to de- 
termine if the Air Corps, motorization 
(mechanization), new weapons and new 
organizations had displaced activities 
now in existence. The Secretary also 
stated that he expected the report of 
the Board would be available when 
the time came to consider the appro- 
priations for the next fiscal year. 

Reed’s Comments 

Senator Reed, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Military Affairs, and 
an ardent worker for the army, when 
the President’s action was called to his 
attention said, “The Army has been 
working constantly to keep down its 
costs. Of course we spend more than 
other countries, for we pay our sol- 
diers better and give them better ra- 
tions than any other country. I don’t 
think there can be much reduction 
without hurting efficiency.” 

General opinion seems to be that a 
reduction in the size of the active 
forces is not contemplated as far as 
the army is concerned. As far as sal- 
aries is concerned, it is admitted, that 
our soldiers are paid more highly than 
those in other nations, but that is 
merely to keep up, as far as possible, 
with the standard living in the United 
States. Labors’ wages, too, it is 
pointed out, are mugh higher here 
than abroad. Tariff and other means 
are resorted to in an effort to protect 
the workers’ wages and it is not thought 
likely that the soldier will be slighted 
in matters of pay. 

May Seek Consolidatians 

In the program of “reconsideration” 
soon to be under way many believe 
that there will be suggestions of con- 
solidation of branches. Efforts prob- 
ably will be made to subordinate some 
of the present combat branches and 
also probably some of the supply 
branches. 

Another retrenchment move which 
may be brought up is that of abandon- 
ment of posts. In view of the Kellogg 
treaty it may be suggested that posts 
along the border be abandoned—posts 
such as Fort Brown, Fort Ri old, 
Fort McIntosh, Fort Clark, Cam 
Marna, Fort Bliss, Camp Harry a

National Defense and “ax Reduction 





The full text of the President’s 
statement follows: 

Last week there was published a 
statement_showing the estimated in- 
crease in Federal expenditure over the 
next four years, as imposed by legisla- 
tion already passed by Congress. 

These estimates indicate by 1933 an 
increased burden of somewhere from 
$250,000,000 to $300,000,000 above the 
expenditures of the fiscal year just 
ended and from $400,000,000 to $500,- 
000,000 above the expenditures of four 
years ago. 

Of this, the purely military and na- 
val expenditures excluding non-military 
activities of these departments, repre- 
sent about one-half. The combined ex- 
penditure is estimated at $803,000,000 
in 1933, an increase of $120,000,000 
over the last fiscal year, and $224,000,- 
000 over four years ago. All of which 
compares with a total $266,000,000 av- 
erage pre-war total for the combined 
military services of the Army and Navy 
or an estimated increase by 1933 of 
$530,000,000 over pre-war. These 
amounts do not include any amount 
which we justly spend on veterans who 
suffered in past wars which in itself 
amounts to about $820,000,000 per an- 
num. Moreover, many bills are pend- 
ing before Congress that will still fur- 
ther increase this sum. 

The American people should under- 
stand that current expenditure on 
strictly military activities of the Army 
and Navy constitutes the largest mili- 
tary budget of any nation in the world 
today and at a time when there is less 
real danger of extensive disturbance 
to peace than at any time in more than 
half a century. 

The hope of tax reduction lies in 
large degree in our ability to econom- 
ize on the military and naval expen- 
diture and still maintain adequate de- 
fense. Our whole situation is cer- 
tainly modified by the Kellogg pact. 

We hope to save materially on naval 
expenditure by international agreement 
on naval arms. In the matter of army 
outlay, I am in agreement with the Sec- 
retary of War to set up within the Gen- 
eral Staff a Commission of. leading 
Army officers to reconsider our whole 
Army program, to see what services 





and other outlays have become obso- 
lete through advancement of science 





and war methods, and what develop- 
ment programs can be well spread over 
longer periods in view of the general 
world outlook and at the same time 
maintain completely adequate pre- 
paredness, such an investigation to be 
constructive and not destructive. 





Following is the text of the state- 
ment referred to in the opening sen- 
tence of Mr. Hoover’s statement of July 
23. This statement on governmental 
expenditures was made public by the 
White House, July 19: 

An investigation has been made as 
to the probable increase in Federal 
Government expenditures over the next 
four years as imposed by laws which 
have already passed Congress and other 
obligations which are practically man- 


datory. 
The important increases imposed by 
existing legislation in four prin- 


cipal directions—military expenditure, 
public werks, increase in post office 
deficit and farm relief. The following 
table shows the growth of these ex- 
penditures as imposed by present laws. 

The increased naval expenditure is 
due to the expanded aviation, the new 
druiser construction and the capital 
ship replacement programs. There is 
hope for some relief in this direction 
if there be a reduction in naval arms. 
The increased army expenditures are 
due to the aviation program and to re- 
building quarters. 

The normal post office deficit is in- 
creased by the lower rates, increased 
wages and decreased hours of employ- 
ment. 

The public works expenditure here 
given embraces rivers and harbor im- 
provement, flood control, Boulder Dam, 
public buildings, public roads, etc. This 
expenditure is more likely to be in- 
creased by four or five millions per an- 
num than to be decreased. 

It is impossible at the present time 
to schedule the volume of farm relief 
in annual amounts. The burden for 
the fiscal year 1930 will apparently be 
at least $150,000,000. 

There is also the natural growth of 
other agencies of the government to 
keep pace with the population and the 
social need. These amounts, however, 
we do not anticipate will run into large 


figures.

(Continued from First Page) 
have increased tremendously. But in 
his indictment he fails to call atten- 
tion to the fact that the major portion 
of the increase is due to the tre 
menduously diminished purchasing 
power of the dollar which reduces very 
materially the difference between the 
present and the pre-war cost of the 
military establishment. 

The same arraignment can be made 
against his comparisons between the 
cost of our national defense as com- 
pared to those of other great powers. 
The American standard of living must 
be taken into consideration. The pay 
and allowances of an American sailor 
or soldier, be he officer or enlisted 
man, maye any comparison unfair un- 
less this differential is shown. The 
same difference applies to maintain- 
ance and to the purchase of material 
or the construction of ships and weap- 
ons. 

In this connection it is pertinent to 
point out that this differential will be 
increased rather than diminished in 
the future as Congress must take cog- 
nizance this fall of the necessity of an 
upward revision of pay. The report 
of the Joint Pay Board will make a 
clear case for the need of such revi- 
sion and if the services get a “square 
deal” the difference in pay will be 
even more marked in the future than 
it is now.

DURING THE COURSE of the recent Governor’s Day celebration, Gov. Albert

Markey, commanding the ist Infantry, Maryland National Guard, to the Presi- 
dent of the United States for consideration for the post of Chief of the Militia 
Bureau.

WITHDRAWAL OF MARINES UNDERWAY. 
WWITHDRAWAL of 2,200 Marines from Nicaragua, announced from the White 

House, on July 23, will be accomplished as speedily as transportation is 
available. 

Orders have been issued by the Navy Department cancelling the sailing of 
the transport Henderson for the Asiatic Station and instead she will leave San 
Francisco on August 10 for the East Coast. Those Marines to be stationed at 
Quantico will be picked up, approximately 800 in number, and on the return trip 
the Henderson will take the remainder of the 1,200 to the West Coast. 

Just what officers and men who will return to the States has not been def- 
initely settled. It is possible that one or two complete units will be moved but 
in the main those who have had the longest service will be returned. 

The maximum number of Marines in Nicaragua was 4,100. After the elec- 
tions last November there was a gradual reduction. The detachments from the 
Fieet were returned and others have been brought home. At present there are 
about 2,500 officers and men in. Nicaragua with 200 personnel attached to the 
aviation forces of twenty planes.

STUDY BALLOON FABRICS 

For the past year, textile engineers 
of the Bureau of Aeronautics, Navy 
Department, desiring to improve the 
physical properties of balloon fabrics, 
have been studying the effect of the 
weave on the utility of cotton fabrics 
for aeronautical purposes. 

In connection with this investigation, 
44 sample fabrics, in which the number 
of threads per inch and all tensions 
placed on the fabrie during manufac- 
ture were held constant, were woven in 
the experimenta! mill of the Bureau of 
Standards from a single lot of cotton 
yarns. The weaves studied were plain, 
twills, sateens, baskets, ribs, and com- 
binations of these. 

The weight, breaking strength, tear 
resistance, and per cent of stretch of 
the woyen fabrics were determined and 
since the plain woven fabric is used at 
present for aeronautical purposes, a 
comparison was made between its phy- 
sical properties and the properties of 
other fabrics. It was found that the 
plain woven fabric had the highest 
breaking strength, the greatest weight, 
and the least resistance to tear. Four- 
teen of the samples tested, however, 
had strength. within 90 to 95 
and tear resistances. that were from 129 
to 164 per cent of those of plain woven 
fabric. These fourteen weaves. have 
been selected as a. basis for future

Adobe Walls battleground. This bat- 
tle was fought in the Texas Panhandle 
on June 27th, 1874, when 700 picked 
warriors of the Commanche, Cheyenne 
and Kiowa tribes attacked 28 frontiers- 
men in the little settlement of adobe 
wall houses which were built as a trad- 
ing post for buffalo hunters. The bat- 
tle lasted for three days until Dixon 
shot and killed the medicine man at a 
distance of 1,200 yards with his old 
Buffalo gun, whereupon the Indians 
abandoned the fight, and were after- 
wards rounded up by Gen. Nelson A. 
Miles, who was sent from Leavenworth 
to quell the uprising. 

The Panhandle Plains Historical So- 
ciety erected a monument at Adobe 
Walls some two years ago to commem- 
orate the event. It was Dixon’s wish 
that he be buried on this historical spot, 
and on June 27th, 1929, his wish was 
realized, the Reserve Officers of the 
Upper Panhandle Chapter formed an 
honorary escort, and laid him to rest as 
befitting a brave soldier.

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Retirement Bill Opposed 


DDRESSING the House. Military 
A Committee this week, the Secretary 
of War wrote: ; 

“I am pleased to comply with your 
June 21, 1929, for a report 
on H. R. 72, a bill to amend the Act 
of March 2, 1907 (Thirty-fourth 
statutes at Large, page 1214, section 
980, title 10, of the Code of laws of 
the United States of America.) 

“The provision of existing law that 
would be affected by the proposed leg- 
islation is Section 1 of the Act of 
March 2, 1907, which reads as follows: 

“That when an enlisted man shall 
served 30 years either in the

Army, Navy or Marine Corps, or in | 


all, he shall upon making application 
to the President, be placed upon the 
retired list, with 75 percentum of the 
pay and allowances he may then be in 
receipt of, and that said allowances 
shall be as follows: Nine dollars and 
fifty cents per month in lieu of ra- 
tions and clothing and six dollars and 
twenty-five cents per month in lieu 
of quarters, fuel and light; Provided, 
that in computing the necessary thirty 
years’ time all service in the Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps shall be cred- 
ited.” 

“The change that would be brought 
about in existing law by the enactment 
of H. R. 72 is that. the value of the 
allowances now paid to retired en- 
listed men of the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps would be increased from 
$15.75 to $35.00 per month. . 

“I do not favor the proposed legis- 
lation for the following reasons. The 
allowances established by the Act of 
March 2, 1907, were stated to be in 
lieu of rations, clothing, quarters fuel 
and light. Even at that date, the sum 
allowed would not have covered the 
items enumerated. With the decrease 
in the purchasing power of the dollar 
in intervening years, the monthly al- 
lowances of $15.75 does not now ap- 
proach the outlay necessary to house, 
clothe and feed a retired enlisted man. 
However, in the meantime the Acts 
of June 4, 1920, and June 10, 1922, in- 
crease the active pay of enlisted men 
and these increases have correspond- 
ingly affected retired pay and aug- 
mented the total retired compensation 
received. It is this total compensa- 
tion with which the individual is con- 
cerned and not its arbitrary subdi- 
vision into pay and allowances. Any 
further increases in retired pay should 
be made, as in 1920 and 1922, by re- 
adjusting the corresponding rates of 
active pay and not by increasing the 
allowances. These allowances have 
been in the nature of arbitrary flat 
addition to the amount of retired pay 
which result from taking 75 per cent 
of the corresponding active pay, rather 
than a sum sufficient to meet the ac- 
tual cost of food, clothing, and shelter. 

“The additional cost of the proposed 
legislation would be $231.00 per year 
for each enlisted man on retired 
list. The number on the list on May 
31, 1929, was 8,758, on which basis the 
increased annual would be $2,- 
023,098.00.”

"THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL being on the job, there is no need for paid 

lobbyists in Washington, writes a flattering reader. As we reflect on this 
gracious sentiment, we are filled anew with the importance of our responsibility. 
The communication we are quoting was in the nature of comment upon the recent 
orders issued by the Secretary of War and the Secretary of the Navy. Those 
orders, as has been heretofore made clear, were the direct consequence of the 
activities of representatives of rival groups in connection with the Army promo- 
tion reform legislation. Some day we may be permitted to tell the whole inside 
story of that rather sordid occurrence, which culminated in an abortive attempt 
to remove Congressman James as the leader of the House Conferees. For the 
present, however, it is sufficient to state that Mr. James served notice that unless 
the War Department put an end to lobbying, the Military Committee of the 
House would do so. The Committee proposes to call summarily everyone, who, 
in its opinion, is acting obnoxiously, and “put him over the jumps,” subsequently, 
advising the Department of his conduct and operations. 





S WE UNDERSTAND Mr. James and Mr. Britten, as well as the Chairmen 
of the Senate Committees, there is to be no interference with legitimate repre- 
scntations. Indeed, the Committees will welcome any one or any communication 
which can throw light on the complex features of the promotion and pay prob- 
lems, which are demanding solution. But the Services know, as we know, that 
Congress is notoriously slow in action, even after it has all the facts. This is 
where the Army and Navy Journal and its representatives will be useful. We 
can and we will explain, beg, plead, urge, demand that steps be taken to improve 
the intolerable conditions that exist. Again, we say to assure results, we must 
have the united support of the Army, the Navy and the Marine Corps; we must 
have light on every conceivable phase of the problems, and, so prepared, we can 
act vigorously. A newspaper is not a lobbyist nor subject to any prohibitions 
within the circle of right and justice; and inspired by the cleanness of the 
cause, we can, with shining conscience, press for proper solutions. 





HERE WAS A grand and spectacular ratification of the Kellogg Peace Pact 

at the White House on Wednesday. The President, ex-President Coolidge, ex- 
Secretary of State Kellogg, the Cabinet, all of the Ambassadors, Ministers, etc., 
were present, and told each other (with tongues in cheek) what a great step 
toward international peace had been taken. At the same time, Russia and China 
were glaring at each other, mobilizing troops, and emitting statements that 
neither wanted to fight, and that if the other made an overt step the responsibil- 
ity for breaking the Kellogg Pact would rest upon that other. Japan, concerned 
over the possibility that Manchuria would turn into a battle-field, was study- 
ing the situation with a view to solidifying her position and increasing the ex- 
tent of her sphere of influence in that territory. Great Britain was astutely push- 
ing the United States forward to take all the responsibility of interference and 
all the hatreds which it would involve. France, by a pm Me majority of eight 
out of a total of 592 deputies ratified the debt agrement, and thereby demon- 
strated that half of the French people resent the necessity of meeting the post- 
war obligation which their government incurred. All Europe eagerly approved 
the new reparations plan, and because united from a financial point of view, with 
America as the single butt of their concern. In spite of our pessimistic attitude, 
we are for the Kellogg Pact, but we adjure our countrymen not to forget the 
Roosevelt axiom: “Speak softly and carry a big stick.” 





7E WANT TO KNOW, the country wants to know, the facts about the secret 

negotiations concerning disarmament in progress in London. Premier Mac- 
Donald promises he will make a statement to Parliament, Ambassador Dawes 
says he will enjoy the summer in London rather than go to a seaside resort or a 
country estate, and Ambassador Gibson, oh, where, oh where is our representa- 
tive to Belgium! Here is a matter of vital moment to the American, as well 
as British people, and so well has the smoke screen been laid down that we are 
not even permitted a glimpse of what is going on behind it. What have Messrs. 
Dawes and Gibson said to Mr. MacDonald, and what has Mr. MacDonald replied? 
What principles are being formulated for the hand-cuffing of our representa- 
tives? We know the Admiralty has been consulted, we know our General 
Board has been taken, perhaps all the way, into the confidence of the negotiators, 
or rather the men behind the negotiators. But after all, the American people 
have their safety, the protection of their vital interests at stake! Surely, when 
Congress meets it will lose no time in getting the facts. We recall that Mr. 
Hughes, when Secretary of State, devised a plan and, without prior public notice, 
presented it to the Washington Conference. And with what results? The sur- 
render by the United States of sea dominance, and our relegation far behind that 
parity with Great Britain, which the latter solemnly assured us we would have. 
\we must not be swindled again! 





h AJ. GEN. HERBERT M. LORD, formerly Director of the Budget, has been 
writing a series of illuminating articles for the newspapers. In one of 
t_ese, he described a typical example of the attitude of Cabinet members toward 
National defense. He told of an official urging him to approve a need of $500,000. 
Where to get it, in view of the allocations already made, was the question. 

“Quick as a shot,” observed the General, “came the answer: ‘Take it from 
the Army or Navy.’” 

General Lord did not reveal whether he complied or not, but from what we 
have seen of past budgets, and especially the meagre pay received by the officers 
and men, we will say that the Cabinet official knew he was making a by no 
neans wild suggestion. 

The effort to make sentiment against proper appropriations for the Services 
would be laughable if it were not that the unthinking would receive a false 
impression. We saw a Washington dispatch the other day in which the author 
indicated that by 1933 the total expenses of the Government would be $1,148,- 
800,000, of which the Army would require $350,900,000 and the Navy $452,000,- 
000. Only two other items were mentioned, those for public works and Post 
Office deficit. What about all the other departments and executive activities. 
We haven't the figures handy, but we recall that for the fiscal year they will 
amount roughly to $2,500,000,000. Let’s be fair in our statements, Mr. Govern- 
ment official and Mr. Washington correspondent.

Monroe is in the vicinity 
of Phoebus, Hampton, and Newport 
News, Va. There are street cars and 
taxis available, but nearly all officers 
own private cars; necessity of latter 
is a matter of opinion. The post 
schools and the schools in Phoebus are 
used. Colored servants are easily pro. 
curable, pay averaging $10 per week. 
There is a post commissary, and mar- 
kets in Phoebus and Hampton. Quar- 
ters are not sufficient to accommodate 
assigned officers, a number being 
placed on rental allowance in neighbor- 
ing towms each year. Houses and 
apartments are available in Phoebus 
and Hampton. There are good roads 
in the vicinity of the post. There are 
tennis courts on the post, golf at 
Hampton Roads Golf and Country Club 
and small nine-hole course at Newport 
News. In summer it is cool and de 
lightful on the waterfront while hot in- 
side the post. Winters are not es- 
pecially cold. Cotton and wool are 
worn. The post is garrisoned by the 
12th and 61st Coast Artillery, with 
Quartermaster, Medical, and Ordnance 
Detachments. Protestant and Catholic 
religions are represented; there is a 
post chaplain assigned.

ISSUES AIR ORDERS 

The Secretary of War has issued in- 
structions to all Corps Area Command- 
ers that whenever air units engage in 
air maneuvers or participate in air. 
ground maneuvers, or command post 
exercises within their Corps Areas, 4 
suitable number of officers of other 
arms of field grade under the control 
of the Corps Area Commander who 
volunteer for such duty will be attached 
to air units for duty as observers dur- 
ing the period of the exercise. 

This action was taken as a result 
of the observation of the recent joint 
air-ground maneuvers held in the Fifth 
Corps Area. From these maneuvers 
it was apparent that a more detailed 
knowledge of the tactics and particu- 
larly of the operational technique of 
air units is needed by officers of field 
ranks of the other arms of the service. 
It is considered that the best method 
of imparting such knowledge is by the 
attachment of field officers of other 
arms to air units during maneuvers oF 
exercises. 

The numberof officers who will be 
so detailed will be determined by the 
Corps Area Commander after consul- 
tation with the commander of the aif 
units engaged and will be governed by 
the size and scope of the exercise, the 
number and type of air units partici- 
pating, and the availability of suitable 
officers volunteering for this duty. 





TOWBOAT BOARD IS CALLED. 

By authority of the Secretary of 
War, a board to consist of Lt. Col. 
George R. Spalding, Corps of Engin- 
eers; Lt. Col. Jarvis J. Bain, Corps 
of Engineers; Maj.

Pay Inequalities Stressed 

(The following article is written by 
an officer of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment on duty at one of the larger 
arsenals. It will appear in the July- 
August issue of Army Ordnance, pub- 
lished by the Army Ordnance Asso- 
ciation). 
Tas paper makes a brief general 

economic study of Army incomes 

and standard of living in 1928-1929, 
suggests a remedy for present unsatis- 
factory conditions, makes a few perti- 
nent comparisons of the effect of pres- 
ent conditions on Army officers as a 
class and ends with a brief account of 
the personal economic experience of 
the author, which, while it may sound 
like a hard luck story and a “horrible 
example” is believed to be typical in a 
general way, though differing in detail, 
of that of other officers. There is no 
doubt that others can evolve much more 
harrowing tales of economic woe than 
the author, as there are many officers 
less fortunately affected by the pres- 
ent pay act than he. 

The effect of present economic con- 
ditions in the Army has not yet mani- 
fested itself in a marked lowering of 











the standard of applicants fer commis- | 


sion as nearly as I can judge from 
rather limited personal observation. It 
has, however, had a marked effect in 
lowering the morale of officers now in 
the service, many of whom are smart- 
ing under a feeling of injustice, dis- 
couragement and inferiority as a result 
of lowered comparative economic stand- 
ing in the community. It is only a 
question of time, however, until eco- 
nomic laws will operate on the Army 
the same as they do on other activities, 
and instead of being able to select 
above average men for officer material 
as we do at present we shall find our- 
selves with nothing but the incompe- 
tents, misfits and left-overs that can- 
not succeed in the competition of mod- 
ern industrial life. If such a condi- 
tion comes to pass the country will pay 
dearly in blood and treasure for its mis- 
taken economy in the event of another 
war. 
Not Congress’ Fault. 

! feel that the economic troubles of 
Army officers cannot justly be laid to 
the faults of Congress. Congress in 
passing the present pay act gave the 
Army what it thought it wanted. The 
trouble was lack of clear thinking and 
timidity in the Army itself. Let us 
hope that we get some clear thinking 
this time, and that the situation is not 
muddled by too many special) cases and 
personal considerations. 

There may be some slight errors in 
numerical computation in the figures 
quoted in this paper, but it is believed 
that the statements are substantially 
correct, and authority is quoted for 
every statement made that is not based 
on the author's own computations.

of the Army which provided a simple, 
logical, “ae understood and adequate 
system of compensation. The rates of 

y prescribed by this act were satis- 

actory to the Army at that time, and 
were not considered high compared to 
the remuneration paid for similar ser- 
vices in civil life, in fact, were well 
below the latter. 

Cest of Living Higher. 

Since 1908 the cost of living has risen 
81 per cent, as shown by the follow- 
ing index numbers of the cost of liv- 
ing computed by the U. S. Bureau of 
Labor Statistics: 

1908—Index No. 91i—Purchasing 
power of the dollar in terms of the 
1908 dollar, $1.00. 

1913—Index No. 100—Purchasing 
power of the dollar in terms of the 
1908 dollar, 89 cents. 

1927 (December)—Index No. 163.6— 
Purchasing power of the dolar in terms 
of the 1908 dollar, 55 cents. 

There is no hokum or mystery in the 
above figures. It is a matter of com- 
mon knowledge that the dollar today 
purchases only slightly more commodi- 
ties and services than fifty cents did in 
1908. 

In 1922 the present pay act prescrib- 
ing rates of pay for the military and 
quasi-military services was passed. This 
act is so complicated and involved that 
it becomes difficult to determine just 
what increase in compensation the av- 
erage Army officer has received by its 
provisions. The average increase bus 
been computed, however, by two ¢.ifer- 
ent methods, and the close agreement 
between the results of the computa- 
tions indicates that a figure of 18 per 
cent is substantially correct for the 
average percentage increase in Army 
officers’ pay. First method: divide the 
total appropriations for pay of officers, 
increased by the value of quarters, 
heat and light, for 1917 by -the total 
number of officers in the Army_in 1917 
we get the average pay in 1917 ($3,- 
787); doing the same thing for 1928 
($4,448), dividing the difference of the 
two by the average for 1917 gives 
18.5 per cent for the average increase. 
Second method: compute the average 
percentage increase in pay and al- 
lowances of each grade of officer, mul- 
tiply the percentage increase by the 
percentage of officers of that grade in 
the Army and add the results, which 
gives 17.73 per cent for the average 
increase. 

Debt or Lower Standard. 

When a rise in the cost of living of 
81 per cent is only partially compen- 
sated for by an increase in compen- 
sation of 18 per cent either one or both 
of two events oceur: (1) the officer 
goes in debt; (2) his standard of living 
falls. Both of these things have hap- 
pened to most Army officers. The 
amount of debt an officer can incur and 
carry is of course limited, and when he 
reaches the limit the only recourse he 
has is to reduce his standard of living. 
The present standard of living of the 
lower than that of 1908. Since the 
average Army officer is now one-third 
1908 pay schedule only provided for a 
comparatively modest standard of liv- 
ing a cut of one-third in the 1908 stand- 
ard has not only been a real hardship 
on officers but has given them a sense 
of inferiority and lowered morale. This 
feeling has been added to by the con- 
trast between their economic condition 
and that of persons in civil life. The 
United States has been enjoying a pe- 
ried of unexampled prosperity and the 
highest average standard of living ever 
seen in the history of the world. 

American wage-earners have made, 
since 1914, the following percentage 
gains in standard of living (figures are 
for 1927): 


Industria] wage-earners 36 per cent 
Building trades 33 per cent 
Anthracite coal miners 56 per cent 
Railroad employees 59 per cent 


Agricultural workers some increase 

The above gains have been accom- 
panied in most cases by shorter weekly 
working hours. 

For the middle class American such 
definite figures are not available, but 
it is apparent to any observer of con- 
temporary American life that corre- 
sponding gains have been made by this 
class. The enormous quantities of high 
grade automobiles and other expensive 
goods that are being bought by Amer- 
icans, the inerease in the number and 
membership of country clubs, the an- 
nual influx of visitors to California, 
Florida and other national playgrounds, 
the half million Americans who visit 
Europe each year, are but a few of the 
. eae of prosperity of the middle 
class. 

Leads to Discontent. 

The Army officer asks himself why 
some of the prosperity is net- coming 
his way, and the only answer that sug- 
gests itself is that the prefession of 
arms is more or less obsolescent, and 
that his services .are. re not con- 
sidered as valuable .to-the community 
as they were in 1908. Such a.thought. 
is. depressing to one who has devoted 





-first ten-being manual workers and. the 
other seven managerial and sub-mana- — - 


his life to the service, and leads to 
discontent and lowered morale. 

The Army officer would like to be re- 
stored at least to his 1908 standard of 
living, and might legitimately ask to 
enjoy some of the improvement in 
standard of living that has been gained 
by the country at large since 1908. As 
a matter of justice officers should also 
receive from the United States a lump 
sum payment er bonus to compensate 
them partially for the financial hard- 
ships they have endured during the ten 
lean years that have just passed. 

The Army officer does not want the 
present muddle-headed 1922 pay sehe- 
dule with its complicated, discrimina- 
tory socialistic features that penalize 
one class of officer and reward another, 
or any modified form of this schedule. 

The remedy proposed is simple. Take 
the 1908 schedule of pay and allow- 
ances, increase the amounts 80 per cent 
to make up for the rise in cost of liv- 
ing since 1908, and take the nearest 
even amounts (in hundreds of dollars) 
as the new annua rates of pay. This 
will do no more than restore to the 
Army officer the standard of living he 
enjoyed in 1908. 

This has been done in the accom- 
panying table, using heat and light al- 
lowances for Washington, D. C., which 
are about an average for the country, 
and lumping allowances with pay, since 
they voth together constitute compen- 
©7.10N. 

While the amounts given in the fol- 
lowing table may appear large they do 
so only because we are accustomed to 
think of a dollar as a dollar. If we 
call the present dollar fifty-five cents, 
which it is in purchasing power in 
terms of the 1908 dollar, the above pay 
schedule becomes merely that of 1908 in 
present purchasing power.

In the United States, at present the 
most capitalistic and individualistic 
country in the world, we should expect 
to find a much higher ratio of mana. 
gerial pay to laborers pay, and we dg 
so find it in industry. However, if 
the average income of Army officers 
($4,488) be compared to that of in 
dustrial workers ($1,309 for 1926) the 
ratio is found to be 3.4 to 1, only 
slightly greater than the Russian ratio, 

The Army has apparently been so 
cialized rather successfully. 

Burden for 10 Years. 

The Army has borne this burden for 
ten years now without raising much 
stir about it for three reasons: First, 
the average officer is loath to complain 
no matter what his troubles, and to 
complain because of money troubles is 
particularly distasteful to him. See. 
ond, while he knew vaguely that some. 
thing was wrong he did not realize just 
how badly off he was. Third, he real- 
ized that economy in governmental ex. 
penditures was necessary in order to 
put business on its feet again and re. 
store prosperity, and he was willing to 
bear his share of the economy program.

The effect of the Government’s pay- 
ing Army officers in 55-cent dollars has 
been equivalent to laying a heavy di- 
rect tax on this class of citizens. The 
average compensation of Army offi- 
cers in 1917 was $3,787 under the 1908 
pay schedule. Increasing this 80 per 
cent to keep pace with the rise in liv- 
ing costs, he should have received $6,- 
796 in 1928. He actually received only 
$4,488, the difference, $2,308, being col- 
lected by the Government by the sim- 
ple process of retaining it. By short 
changing Army officers (and other 
Government employees) in this way the 
Government has been able to reduce 
taxation, shifting the burden from the 
bulk of the population to Government 
employees. This has made available 
a surplus that could be applied to the 
reduction of the national debt. 

The national debt, which amounted 
to 26.5 billions in 1919, was reduced 1.2 
billions annually during the period 
1919-1923, or $10 per capita per annum 
for the entire population of the United 
States. When $10 per capita is com- 
pared with $2,308 per capita that is 
collected from Army officers it appears 
as though the latter were more than 
doing their share. 

And this situation has kept up for 
ten years now, during which time the 
Government has collected on an aver- 
age $23,000 from each Army officer. 
A major general has been mulcted over 
$76,000 during that period by this sys- 
tem! No wonder we are poor, shabby 
and harassed. 

The German people is supposed to 
be groaning under an intolerable bur- 
den of reparations payments, if we 
may believe what we read in the pa- 
pers. Perhaps groaning is too mild a 
term, howling would be better. The 
maximum annual payment of 595 mil- 
lion dollars amounts to less than $10 
per capita for the population of Ger- 
many. What Army officer would not 
rather pay the average German’s share 
of reparations than his own tax for 
winning the war and making the coun- 
try prosperous? 

Socialism Defined. 

Socialism is defined in simple terms 
by its expenents as “Equal incomes for 
all.” This ideal has never been at- 
tained on a large scale anywhere in 
the world, but is that towards which 
socialists are striving everywhere. The 
nearest approach to equality of income 
has probably been reached in Soviet 
Russia, but even there some difference 
in rates of compensation. of workers 
for differences in skill and m rial 
ability has been-found necessary in or- 
der to carry on efficiently. ae 

In. Russia all industrial. workers are |- 
divided into- seventeen categories, the 





learned where he stands. Business is 
booming. .

If the 
total cost is found too great for the 
country to pay reduce the size of the 
Army accordingly. Industry has fre 
quently found that increased wages re 
sult in increased production and low- 
ered costs due to better quality and 
morale of workmen. The principle may 
apply équally well to the Army. Since 
we have only a nucleus of an Army any- 
way quality is more important than 
quantity, and we shall not get quality 
and morale with our present rates of 
pay. 

Comparing the present to the period 
before the World War I can say that 
I do not enjoy one-half the comforts 
as a Major (age 40) today that I did 
as a second lieutenant (age 24) before 
the war. I live in a smaller, less com- 
fortable house in a much less attrae- 
tive environment, wear clothes of in- 
ferior quality and have fewer of them, 
have less luxuries in the way of food, 
have less money to spend on recreation 
and amusements and have to do for 
myself most of the menial tasks that 
I used to hire others to do. With the 
exception of two brief periods of 4 
few months each I have never been out 
of debt during the past ten years. 

Practically all my spare time during 
the past year and a half, including at 
least a half day every Sunday and 
holiday and such short periods of leave 
as I have taken, has been taken up 
in some sort of household drudgery. 
(I was even warned by the police os 
one occasion not to work on Sunday a 
it was against the law.) During the 
same period of a year and a half my 
wife has worked continually at cooking 
and housework without a day off. 


Personal Expenses. 

As for personal expenditures, I run 
on a strict budget, and get $20 per 
month for my personal expenses in- 
cluding clothing, both civilian and uni- 
form, personal toilet articles, tobacco, 
dry eleaning, amusements and other 
persona! expenses. The private sol 
dier has that much for the same pur- 
poses, and in addition is furnished his 
uniform clothing. Needless to say 
have tried to figure out some way to 
get more spending money for myself, 
but just can’t seem to manage it on my 
present income. I have not purcha 
a- new suit of clothes for over two 
years.. I-had to buy a civilian over- 
coat this year (the one I had been 
wearing was seventeen years old) and

was compelled to go to the expedient 
of the partial payment plan in order to 
pay for it. My present civilian even- 
ing clothes are of the vintage of 1911, 
worn and shabby, and have needed re- 
placement for several years, but I do 
not see where new ones are coming 
from in the near future. It is true 
that clothes do not make the man, but 
equally true that shabby, cheap clothes 
do not improve the man’s morale. 

My wife is no better off as she gets 
only $25 per month for her own per- 
sonal expenses. She has not botght a 
new dress or coat for over two years, 
and were it not for gifts of clothing 
from relatives would be in a decidedly 
bad way. 

My two children have also been as- 
sisted by gifts of clothing from rela- 
tives. irs 

After six years’ service in my pres- 
ent grade (from 1922 to 1928) I have 
received one increase in pay of $150 
per year. Where in these United 
States is the industrial or business 
concern that can hold its executive and 
administrative personnel by any such 
long delayed and insignificant increase 
of salary? It can’t be done even in 
the Government civil service. 

No Cash Savings. 

I have no cash savings. Such sav- 
ings as I possess are in the form of 
life insurance (most of which is pledged 
for policy loans) and an equity in the 
house in which I live. Buying a house 
seems to be the only way in which the 
system can be beaten a little. By 
making a small cash payment a house 
can usually be purchased for monthly 
payments that do not exceed the 
amount for which it may be rented. 
My method is to borrow enough on a 
life insurance policy to make the cash 
payment; the monthly payments then 
increase the equity, and if I am fortu- 
nate enough to sell the house at some- 
where near its cost price when I am 
ordered to a new station, I save a little 
money by the transaction. 

Changes of station, which occur on 
an average every two years, have al- 
ways necessitated the borrowing of 
money and handicapped me financially 
for from six months to a year after 
each move, besides the difficulty of 
adapting oneself to a new environment. 

Were it not that it would be practically 
impossible to attend to my official du- 
ties without a motor car the probabil- 
ities are that I would dispense with one. 
My system is to borrow enough money 
on my Government insurance policy to 
buy the lowest priced car on the mar- 
ket, making repayment to the Veter- 
ans’ Bureau by a standing allotment 
of pay of $20 per month. By the time 
the car is worn out the loan is repaid 
and the process can then be repeated. 
Logically, however, the ownership of 
even the lowest priced car is an undue 
strain on a person of my economic 
status, and were it not a necessity in 
this day and age, and for the particu- 
lar conditions of my present assign- 
ment, I would do without one. 

Many Taxes. 

Not living on an Army post I am 
subject to local taxation, and receive 
direct tax bills for no less than eight 
different local taxes (auto registra- 
tion, auto excise, drivers’ license, real 
property, personal property, water, poll 
and special street improvement assess- 


ment). My annual payments for in- 
terest and taxes last year totaled 
$687.52. Before the war direct taxa- 


tion never touched me. 

Officers are allowed one month’s 
leave per year with pay. The purpose 
of a vacation is generally supposed to 
be to get rest and recreation, prefer- 
ably with a change of scene and en- 
vironment. My leaves of absence of 
any length of time since the war, have, 
with one exception been spent at home, 
as I have never had the necessary sur- 
plus funds to be able to go anywhere 
for a vacation. The one exception was 
a leave of one month and twenty-five 
days spent in automobile touring, and 
this was made possible only by the 
facts that I was changing station and 
that. I camped in so-called “tin-can 
tourist” style instead of putting up at 
comfortable hotels. On this leave I 
did come out even financially, and in- 
cidentally enjoyed the camping, though 
I can’t say that my wife did. 

I append my present monthly budget 
of expenditures, which is somewhat dif- 
ferent from the one I have been living 
on for the past six months, as cuts have 
been made in the amounts of the per- 
sonal allowances and- some other items 
to enable the employment of a servant. 
Only time will tell whether it will work 
eut. I have a hunch.that there is in- 
sufficient margin of safety in it, and 
that -the servant will have to go,- but 
hope not as I am thoroughly fed up 


| above. 


Clarify Sea and Shore Duty 


HE Bureau of Navigation, Navy De- 

partment, has sent a circular letter 
to all ships and stations on the subject 
of cruises and- rotation of duty for of- 
ficers of the line and staff. It follows: 

1, (a) For all officers only service on 
board sea-going ships of the fleets and 
special services is considered sea 
service. 

(b) Service on board the U. S. S. 
Rigel, while legally sea duty, is eon- 
sidered shore duty for purpeses of ro- 
tation of duty. 

(c) Service on board all district ves- 
sels is considered shore duty, except in 
the case of certain vessels, designated 
by name from time to time by the bu- 
reau of navigation, service on board 
which is considered sea duty. This 
designation is based on the amount of 
cruising done by the various district 
vessels. 

At present the vessels in the sea duty 
class are as follows: Bagaduce, Che- 
wink, Owl, Kewaydin, Pelican, Sciota, 
Seagull, Swallow, Swan and Umpqua. 

2. For all officers, for purposes of 
rotation of duty, service on shore on 
the Asiatic Station (except attache and 
language student duty in Peking and 
Tokyo), in Guam and in Samoa is con- 
sidered a cruise. 

3. For all officers, all other service 
on shore outside the continental limits 
of the United States is considered 
shore duty. While duty with a naval 
mission is considered shore duty, any 
sea service that may be performed by 
an officer incident to his assignment 
to a naval mission is credited to his 
total sea service. 

4. Owing to the relative shortage of 
sea billets for officers of the staff 
corps, a regular alternation between 
sea and shore can not be effected. For 
such officers the following as to length 
of tour and rotation of duty will apply: 

(a) Civil Engineer Corps—The tour 
of duty in any one locality within the 
United States will be not exceeding 
four years; at any station beyond the 
continental limits of the United States 
two years. 

(b) Construction Corps—Same as 
The tour of duty of such naval 
constructors as are ordered to sea duty 
will be two years. 

(c) Medical Corps—The tour of duty 














up to four years at a station on shore 
within the United States. 

As a necessity caused by the excess 
of shore over sea billets, duty on shore 
outside the United States will -gener- 
ally be substituted for medical officers 
in place of every alternate tour of sea 
duty, the normal sequence being shore, 
sea, shore, foreign shore. For any in- 
dividual this sequence may-be modified 
in the effort to give all officers of the 
same rank the same-tetals of each 
character of duty. In no case of an 





officers below the rank of captain will 
duty on fereign shore be repeated with- 
out the intervention of a tour of se 
duty. 

(d) Dental Corps—Same as for med- 
ical corps, except that the tour of duty 
in any one locatity within the United 
States will be two years; in the case 
of officers of the rank of commander 
this may under special circumstances 
be extended to three years. 

(e) Supply Corps—Same as for med- 
ical corps.

EXPRESSES GRATITU 

Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
] WANT to take this opportunity to 

join with the many others in ex- 
pressing gratitude to you for your 
ceasless efforts in behalf of the Ser- 
vices and your courageous support of 
the great cause of National Defense. 
To me it has always seemed your po- 
sition is important and unique, not 
as a publisher, merely, but as a sort 
of god-father and protector of the vital 
interests of the personnel of the Ser- 
vice; to you they look to defend them— 
not from the foreign enemy after war 
starts—but in time of e right here 
at home from the evils of ignorance, 
dull sloth, and inertia. The greater the 
prosperity and the more profound the 
peace, the greater danger arises from 
the evils mentioned and correspond- 
ingly increases the need, in my hum- 
ble opinion, for alert, virile, vigorous, 
subject matter in your columns. Am I 
right? 

The protection and defense of 120 
million souls is a very heavy matter. 
In the ultimate analysis it is accom- 
plished through public opinion as re- 
flected in Congress. First, then, must 
be built up a duly informed and enlight- 
ened public opinion with a healthy in- 
terest in military affairs. A tremen- 
dous task worthy of the choicest talent, 
a task which is slow, a, difficult, 
but indispensable; it is the “sine quo 
non” of the whole problem. The second 
essential (these functions you are ful- 
filling so ably), is some agency that 
will unfailin and inexorably fasten 
the responsibility definitely where it 
belongs for any neglect or non-per- 
formance of undue delay, and see 
it that the blame, when blame there 
is, does not just vanish into thin air, 
nor rest upon some more or less in- 
definite group which amounts to the 
same thing. Once it becomes well 
known and definitely established that 
they can’t get away any more with 
the good old game of “passing the 
buck,” they will cut it out. Now there 
have been many glaring flaws in our 
national defense structure for the ex- 
istence of which none has suffered so 
much as the slightest blame—yet these 
same flaws must have cost the lives 
of thousands of good American sol- 
diers. Just one instance to illustrate: 
just one of many: for several years 

fore we got into the iast war the 
Chief of Ordnance pointed out that it 
took a long time to manufacture ord- 
nance and that we were woefully de- 
ficient in light F. A. material. He 
asked for some but didn’t get it. Well 
our troops fought in France, I am told, 
without a single piece of American 
ordnance at their backs except for a 
few heavy naval oo and a very few, 
very few indeed of other heavies of our 
own, all the light 75’s and other field, 
medium, and heavy guns were loaned 
to us by France. Now if that isn’t a 
first class prime scandal. and a crimi- 
nal state of affairs then I don’t know 
what could be. Those guns ought to 
have been over in the French Army 
where they belonged and our own IN 
ADDITION should have been available. 
Am I right? How many good boys 
are under the sod in France today that 
might just as well as not be home to- 
day with their loved ones—were it not 
for the existence of the one flaw and 
many, many others just as needless, in- 
excusable, and reprehensible? It is 
appalling to ‘contemplate. 

So glaring a shortage of so great an 
essential did not prevail through over- 
sight; it was something else, may be 
self-interest somewhere, maybe a de- 
sire to withhold funds or make a rec- 
ord for seeming economy, or some 
other reason unworthy or inadequate. 
. Certain it is somebody fell down on the 
job in this and many other measures of 
reasonable preparedness, and in the 
ease of each item on the disgraceful, 
criminal, list of short-comings, though 
it may have cost ever so dearly in 
money and in lives, yet just exactly 
and definitely what rson has ever 

nm or ever will be blamed? Has it 
always got to be the lot of the Amer- 
ican soldier of the future to go out and 
lay down his life as so frequently has 
been done im the past when such extreme 
sacrifice be due to causes easy to de- 
tect and prevent in advance? With 
mistakes of the past to guide us, with 
hearts absorbed in such a worthy cause 
can we not evolve a more handy for- 
mula to apply to our problems of the 
future which will eliminate needless 
evils? Why is it necessary for our 
combat units to be so under strength? 
Why do company, battery, and troop 
commanders so almost daily, so almost 
universally, line up for drill each 
morning with a mere handful of pri- 
yates to carry on with? We are. the 
greatest country on the face of the 
sarth with population and wealth in- 





creasing daily, why, then, should the 
awful evil of shortage of men for drill 
be allowed to persist the way it does 
rsist? That’s no dream—ask any 
rgeant,.ask any junior officer. 
Surely we can’t fairly expect our jun- 
ior officers—the ones who will most 
likely shoulder the responsibility and 
furnish the leadership in our next war 
—to attain the standard of profes- 
sional skill it is imperative they should 
have when year in and year out they 
never set their eyes (except on the 
days of big inspections) on more than 
a scant 20 per cent of the number of 
privates or about that proportion that 
should be in the line-up for drill. That’s 
no dream—ask any Sergeant—ask any 
junior officer. But let us have done 
with it, let us pull the veil from in 
front of all such sham conditions; let 
us insist that no virtually phantom com- 
bat units exist anywhere or anytime in 


our Regular Army. When it is just as. 


plain as any thing could be that there 
is need for a large number of men for 
essential overhead activities on Army 
Posts,—such as for janitors, heating 
plant workers, clerks in all the different 
Offices, fire departments, Exchanges, 
etc., why should not provision be made 
entirely outside of Tables of Organiza- 
tion strength for combat units? Man 

soldiers are disillusioned, Gueniel, 
and bitter at the end of their enlist- 
ments simply because half their time is 
spent on various special duty jobs en- 
tirely foreign to soldiering duty which 
is what they thought they were join- 
ing the Army for, and is what they had 
a perfect right to expect. They leave 
the Service in a resentful frame of 
mind and feel they have been imposed 
upon; their point of view naturally is 
spread to others and this eahealtty 
sentiment against the Army is harm- 
ful and tends to keep away desirable 
men from enlisting. All of which con- 
tributes to the difficulty of junior offi- 
cers most immediately concerned with 
maintenance of morale. 

Now that the ration and quarters is 
well on the way to improvement the 
one outstanding drawback to morale is 
the serious inadequacy of pay; this is 
very serious indeed and demands cor- 
rection at the earliest possible date. 
Both men and officers are suffering and 
the condition of being in debt is almost 
universal, particularly the junior offi- 
cers. In my opinion the authorities 
would be astonished if they really real- 
ized how near 100 per cent of the 
younger officers are in the hole head 
over heels. Not only is the value of 
the dollar much less than it was, but 
the present-day requirement of an au- 
tomobile prevails in the Army just as 
it does outside. At least $50 per month 
right along is needed for that one item 
alone, altogether aside from increased 
living costs otherwise, and the pay 
schedule cannot be put right according 
to my own most painful experience for 
less than an increase of 50 per cent. 
One of the most glaring injustices is 
the payment of more money to married 
officers than to bachelors for the same 
services rendered the government. 
They don’t seem to realize that if a 
young officer is not married he prob- 
ably looks forward to it and naturally 
would like to accumulate a reasonable 
amount as a financial basis to go ahead 
on. It costs more money to take out a 
girl for an evening these days than to 
stay at home about your fireside with 
your wife; day in and day out that is 
an important consideration, but of 
course there are many other things 
equally true to be said on both sides— 
but there should be no two ways about 
it, the pay should be equal, of course 
it should. 

As far as that so-called subsistence 
allowance of $18 is concerned it will 
just take care of cigars and tips, tooth- 
picks, and a glass of water. Imagine 
standing on a platform in a convention 
of traveling men or any other group of 
civilians and having the temerity to 
propose to them that for their expense 
account monthly for subsistence—the 
approved amount would be $18; fancy 
the reception that would be given any 
such suggestion. Can you beat it? 
What were they trying to do, kid some- 
body? I’d climb the highest mountain 
to pay my respects to the genius that 
invented the idea. Another thing— 
how did they arrive at $20 as the aver- 
age amount to allow per room? What 
kind of room? In what surroundings 
fit for an officer? If that represents 
somebody’s average—they must have 
toured the country and counted in a 
few piano boxes and telephone booths, 
maybe they counted in some of these 
shacks along railroad sidings for sec- 
tion gangs; it is certain at least they 
had very little conception of what an 
officer is up against. Let us fervently 
hope they will be kind enough to do 
what is right next time. 

Is the retired list entitled to consid- 
eration? Certainly that is where the 
majority end up os eventually. 
They have to contend with increased 
cost of living and changed 
conditions and seems as though it 
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would have a salutary effect on morale 
all around if they are allowed to par- 
ticipate in any remedial measures Con- 
gress may see fit to adopt; and it seems 
only fair to have their percentage com- 
puted on allowances as well as pay. 

It is most comforting to know that 
inadequacy of pay is being recognized. 
It seems to me that at the present 
time there are some high calibre men 
concerned with military and naval af- 
fairs in Congress and we ought to be 
able to count on them to do what is 
right. None I know is asking for any- 
thing unreasonable but only what is 
fair, just, and a square deal all around. 
My own difficulty with inadequacy of 
pay is quite-a lot worse than anything 
appearing in your columns as yet; time 
and again I have had to go into my 
own pocket through no fault of my 
own to facilitate or expedite govern- 
ment business. Also more than once 
I have suffered severely from what 
might be called the exigencies of the 
service, the fault of none, but it has 
taken hundreds of dollars in the aggre- 
gate and is most bitter to contemplate. 

The inadequacy of pay is something 
far worse than mere shortage of so 
ane dollars and cents; it worries and 
troubles a man throughout every mo- 
ment of the day; there seems to be no 
end to it—ten years have passed and I 
haven’t made ten cents, in fact I am 
way in the hole, more than I care to 
divulge; each and every pay check is 
obligated way in advance, only with 
the greatest difficulty have I been able 
to hold out enough to get through the 
month with to meet even the barest es- 
sentials; when a note comes due a crisis 
exists, it is met only in part and is 
either renewed or replaced by another 
—making the closet and most tragic 
approach to perpetual motion of any- 
thing I have seen; a savings account is 
unknown to me, nor is there any indi- 
cation of having one. My car has taken 
longer to pay for than I care to state, 
is badly in need of a general overhaul; 
its upholstery is worn out in the front 
seat covered in part by a raincoat. If 
I take out a girl of an evening it is 
only with the haunting worry that ev- 
ery cent spent is really needed other- 
wise—so six weeks goes by or two 
months before the extravagance is re- 
peated. It practically amounts to 
——s away from all your friends for 
prolonged periods, and on the Post, 
avoiding all possible social entangle- 
ments however delightful and desirable 
they may be; this is a first-class evil 
for it reacts unfavorably in many ways 
against a man; if it does not actually 
make enemies, at least it prevents one 
making valuable friendships. The old- 
timers, some of them, while they may 
truly feel the need of more pay them- 
selves, do not seem to realize that they 
did not have to finance a car out of 
their pay when they, years ago, were 
junior officers. know of a case of 
gross injustice and harsh treatment 
growing out of a situation like that,— 
some of these old-timers, as I repeat, 
seem not to have grasped the plight of 
the younger ones financially, and no 
matter how well versed they may be 
in their Leavenworth, I maintain that 
they are guilty of serious incompetence 
if they do not understand and appre- 
ciate such difficult conditions as exist 
right under their noses in their own 
command. One would think a junior 
officer on which the government had 
spent thousands of dollars—ought to 
be worthy of as much considerate at- 
tention as you would give a horse, but, 
well never mind, I won’t say it. If the 
truth about all these troubles that the 
juniors are and have been trying to 
contend with ever comes out—your col- 
umns haven’t scratched the surface yet, 
I don’t think the worst ones are writing 
to you yet—maybe some of the afore- 
said old-timers who are so admirable 
in many respects will see their way to 
extending a helping hand occasionally. 

It is no unheard-of thing for a group 
of the younger ones to sign notes for 
one another—a sort of an S. O. S. or 
mutual rescue association. I know of 
one who paid in over $1,200 on an auto- 
mobile and then became convinced that 
he must let go of it; he did so and 
realized in return a certificate of equity 
good for $150, and then went without 
any car at all for over a year. I know 
of two officers who have cleared from 
a station and taken long leaves when, 
as a matter of fact about all they can 
do is not to attempt to travel or enjoy 
a real vacation in any sense of the 
word, but just crawl in a hole some- 
where, so to speak, and wait till the 
entire leave, practically, expires before 
they try to move or do anything at all. 
Some vacation. I could go on indefin- 
nitely and just pile up evidence for you 
but it is pain ond I'd like to get it 
off my mind for awhile. But I do thank 
you for your alert and forceful presen- 
tation of our troubles; we all love the 
Army, let us hope for times.

Commutation of Quarters and Rations.

“WE OFFICERS NEED PAY.”

HE letter “Fiscal Acrobatics” pub- 

lished in the Army and Navy Jour- 
nal of July 6th, express the sentiments 
of many enlisted men of the Regular 
Army, being a Sergeant on D. E. M. L., 
and married, I know just how hard it 
is to make ends meet, my best answer 
to this subject is that after two years’ 
straight service on this enlistment I 
have taken a furlough and am using 
this time to work and earn the money 
to purchase some of the things needed 
by my family, my humble opinion of 
the publicity in the Army and Navy 
Journal pertaining to an increase of 
of pay is that when the words “Our 
Army” and “Our Navy” needs an in- 
increase of pay, is substituted for the 
words “We Officers” need an increase 
of pay, then Congress will be likely 
to help us. 

It is an established fact that the 
Army and Navy Journal is read by 
many members of the National Guard, 
Organized Reserve Corps and Ex-ser- 
vice men, as well as a large number 
who are familiar with conditions of pay 
in the military service, these people are 
the voters who elect our congressmen 
and they are not slow in telling these 
congressmen just what they think 
ought to be done, it is going to be 
rather hard to convince these people 
and their congressmen that Majors and 
Captains who are on the D. O. L. are 
more in need of an increase of pay 
than are the Sergeants who are on 
the D. E. M. L., in fact I have never 
been able to convince a single civilian 
that if I am able to exist on $1.17 per 
day that a captain is liable to starve 
on $300.00 per month, however, I as 
an enlisted man of the Regular Army 
honestly believe that “Our Army” is 
sadly in need of an increase of pay to 
meet our daily expenses. — 





DESERTIONS 

Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
AFTER sixteen years’ observation, I 

herewith offer a few suggestions as 
solutions for the greatest problem that 
our Army has to deal with today, i. e., 
desertions. Serving in the capacity of 
a Post Sergeant Major, I have the 
opportunity of seeing all the General 
Courts Martial orders that are mailed 
out weekly from Corps Headquarters 
to the various posts. Every week I 
receive eight or ten of these orders, 
and 98 per cent of them are charges 
under the 58th Article of War, the ar- 
ticle that covers desertion. Private 
so and ‘so, Sergeant so and so, and 
even Staff Sergeants. 

When I first entered the service in 
1911, desertion from the Army was 
considered a very serious crime, and 
men held in horror the punishment 
awarded by the courts; the dishonor- 
able discharge, and the year or two 
confinement in the military prisons that 
accompanied it. Today, men do not 
seem to give any though, or care for 
the punishment awarded for desertion, 
or for the dishonorable discharge that

virtually deprives them forever of their 
citizenship. 

I often times try to figure out the 
cause, if it is the young man of to- 
day; his laxity, disrespect for law and 
order, his lack of disciplinary training, 
etc. Or, if it is some fault of the 
service. If it is the former, there is 
no remedy, if it be the latter, it can be 
remedied to a great extent by the 
following: 

(a) Increase the pay of the Private 
from $21 to $30 per month, and the 
pay of the Private ist class from $30 
to $35 per month. 

(b) Arrange all training so that 
drills can be completed in the forenoon, 
the afternoons being devoted to volun- 
tary athletics only. A soldier is not 
a paid laborer and should not be re- 
quired to work eight hours per day. 

(c) Enlargement of the Quartermas- 
ter Corps to a degree whereby they 
can perform all of the duties they are 
supposed to, thereby enabling the 
Corps to function as it was intended 
it should when it was organized. This 
would eliminate that everlasting evil 
in the Army which every combatant 
soldier detests, i. e., fatigue. I am sta- 
tioned in a small battalion post and 
have the very unpleasant task of de- 
tailing from six to twenty men daily 
to haul coal, hay, freight, dig ditches 
for sewers and various other general 
utility work that should be performed 
by the Quartermaster Corps, and which 
no combatant soldier should be required 
to perform in time of peace. 

(d) The building (where needed) of 
hostess houses and the employment of 
hostesses. This affords the soldier a 
place to go that has a homelike at- 
mosphere. It also gives him a place 
where he can invite his civilian friends 
for a visit if he so desires. 

(e) The abandoning of small bat- 
talion posts as these small posts de- 
crease recreation, esprit de corps, and 
activities of all kinds. A regiment 
should never be separated. Also the 
abandoning of small posts that are not 
near large cities or centers of activity. 
Also posts in extreme cold regions, as 
no one desires to live in a place where 
they are snowed in six months of the 
year. The saving to the Government in 
fuel alone would well warrant this. 

(f) The passage of a suitable retire- 
ment bill for enlisted men. The service 
as a whole seems to favor the straight 
25-year retirement. Thirty years is 
too long, and besides, the 25-year bill 
would permit a considerable number 
of high ranking N. C. O.’s to retire, 
which would increase morale by stimu- 
lating promotion. 

(g) Increase number of Warrant 
Officers, this would permit certain 
qualified N. C. O.’s to compete for the 
grade, again increasing morale by stim- 
ulating promotion. 

(h) The warranting of all N. C. 0.’s 
from the first grade to the fourth 
grade inclusive, by each Chief of 
Branch, thereby permitting these N. 
C. O.’s to go from one station to an- 
other, or, from one company or regi- 
ment as necessity demands, without re- 
duction to the grade of private. N. C. 
O.’s from the fourth grade up, in all 
branches should be warranted by the 
Chief of Branch, either by competitive 
examination or by recommendation of 
Battalion and Regimental Command- 
ers, and should not be reduced except 
upon request, or by a General Court 
Martial. 

(i) The adoption of a suitable dis- 
ability retirement for enlisted men. At 
present, if a man is discharged for 
physical disability, he is virtually 
thrown out into the world to shift for 
himself. This is unjust, especially to 
a man with ten or more years of serv- 
ice. 

I hope that those who read this let- 
ter (if it is published) can see it in 
the light and spirit in which it was 
written. It is not a criticism, but is 
intended as constructive suggestions 
which, if adopted, will certainly help 
to an inestimatable degree, and will 
be in accordance and progress with 
the world today.

__D. E. M. L. PAY DISCUSSED. 

Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
ITH your permission I should like 
to have you publish the following 

a on pay and allowances on D. E. 





_ For the past nine years the ques- 
tion of allowances for enlisted person- 
nel on the Detached Enlisted Men’s List 
has been a hot topic for conversation 
as well as the subject for many let- 
ters, resolutions, etc., by’ the various 
individuals and service organizations. 

As an example of the need for a re- 
adjustment of the present allowances, 





the undersigned, now on duty with the 
Organized Reserves, was formerly on 
Recruiting Duty in this same city dur- 
ing 1919-20. I find that living con- 
ditions are now, and have been for 
several years I am told, far greater 
now than during the period stated 
above. During the period of duty in 
this city 1919-20 the enlisted person- 
nel was receiving 65c per meal and the 
allowance for room, heat and light un- 
der the old schedule of allowances for 
quarters, which amounted to approxi- 
mately $75.00 per month, or $2.50 per 
day for both subsistence, and quarters. 
We now find, ten years later, a higher 
standard of living conditions with an 
allowance of $1.95 per day for both 
subsistence and quarters. 

Is it not time that the pay and al- 
lowances for the enlisted personnel on 
the Detached Enlisted Men’s List be 
seriously considered, not just for an 
increase in his allowances as an old 
debt long past due, but in order that 
he may be able to. maintain quarters 
in a neighborhood that would permit 
him to feel proud of the service, rather 
than fee] that he must either dig down 
in his personal funds to maintain a 
room or house that is presentable and 
in a location where he does not feel 
inclined, or is embarrassed, when asked 
by some friend, a civilian associate, 
where he lives, or, secure a room or 
house within the allowance now au- 
thorized and never feel that he should 
tender an invitation to any of his 
friends to visit his home or room. 

We, on Organized Reserve duty, serv- 
ing in the same city as non-commis- 
sioned officers on duty with the Na- 
tional Guard, find it rather embarrass- 
ing at times to explain why the non- 
com on National Guard duty is given 
an allowance for quarters, greater 
than we are. It doesn’t seem just, but 
we must wait in patience until our need 
is voiced in the Congress of the United 
States, and hope for favorable action 
at the earliest possible date. 

It is a hardship that has been ex- 
perienced for many years and our 
hopes have continued to be entertained 
that some one, some where, would 
learn of the real situation and condi- 
tions and voice their knowledge to 
those who are in a position to adjust 
the matter of allowances for enlisted 
personnel. 

There is no question about the pres- 
ent allowances being inadequate and 
the very least we should be allowed is 
$2.50 per day and even then, in a great 
many cities, this would be inadequate. 
For instance, Detroit, Michigan, Wash- 
ington, D. C., and Asheville, N. C., are 
a few of the cities in which the allow- 
ance of $2.50 per day would not cover 
the actual expenditures for subsistence 
and quarters. 

However, as I said before, we can 
only wait in patience and entertain 
hopes that are now ten years old, that 
someone will step out and raise their 
voice, sufficiently loud enough to bring 
about the adjustment of allowances 
that has so long been waiting and de- 
serving of favorable consideration.

Civilian Aids Appointed 

New York (Special).—Maj. Edward 
Bowditch, Jr., former Regular Army 
Officer and personal Aide-de-Camp to 
Gen. Pershing in France, has been ap- 
pointed Corps Area Civilian Aide to 
Secretary of War Good to succeed the 
late Capt. Nathan H. Lord who held 
the position for several years, it was 
announced at Second Corps Area Head- 
quarters on Governors Island. 

The appointment was made by Sec- 
retary Good on the recommendation 
of the Military Training Camps Asso- 
ciation and Maj. Gen. H. E. Ely, Sec- 
ond Corps Area commander. 

The duties of the new appointee will 
be largely concerned with Citizens’ 
Military Training Camp activities of 
the War Department in the States of 
New York, Delaware and New Jersey, 
where he will cooperate with Regular 
Army officers in making contact with 
civilian organizations and schools in 
those States. 

Maj. Bowditch was on U. S. Con- 
sulate Service in the Far East in 1904 
and with the Philippine Government 
Service from 1907 to 1914. He entered 
the Army in 1917 and served on the 
staff of Gen. Pershing overseas where 
he attained the rank of lieutenant 
colonel. After the war he served on 
various foreign missions and was as- 
sistant to the Governor-General of the 
Philippine Islands. He is a graduate 
of Harvard, class of 1903, and of the 
Command and General Staff School at 
Fort Leavenworth, Kans. He served 
with the 12th Cavalry on the Mexican 
Border.. - Maj. Bowditch. was a mem- 
ber of the American. Mission to Peru

Radio Notes 


JX. the fiscal year just completed the 
War Department Message Center 
did a business of $329,978.67, at a 
cost of $36,515.20, a net saving of $293,- 
463.47. The number of words handled 
in Washington was 8,968,634, against 
6,900,000 for the previous year. The 
total volume over the entire War De- 
partment Radio Net was 54,622,576 
words, an increase of approximately 
14,000,000 words over 1927-28. 





It was indicated by representatives 
of Army and Navy and the two trans- 
port companies attending the confer- 
ence that the companies using radio for 
communication between ground and 
stations and sirplanes will require fur- 
ther experiments to determine their 
requirements in frequencies. 

Herbert Hoover, Jr., who represented 
the Western Air Express of Los Ange- 
les, told the conference that experi- 
ments he had conducted with four 
short-wave bands assigned to his com- 
pany showed that the bands were nar- 
row and temperamental in the western 
mountain country where the company 
operates, and that in some cases planes 
are forced to veer from their assigned 
routes in order to pick up their radio 
waves and keep in touch with home 
stations. 

William D. Terrell, chief of the radio 
division of the Commerce Department, 
urged that some frequencies of the 
broadcast band be made available for 
air transport communication. He said 
he hoped tests could be completed so 
that the United States would be pre- 
pared to present its requirements for 
air transport radio channels when the 
next international radio conference is 
held in 1933. 

Lester D. Seymour, vice president 
and general manager of National Air 
Transport, operating the New York- 
Chicago air mail route, told the confer- 
ence that two-way radio communica- 
tion between plane and ground requir- 
ing installation of transmitting appa- 
ratus in planes would be necessary. 

“It is not wise to permit one com- 
pany to handle all the radio commu- 
nication business between planes and 
land,” he said. 

“That may be a future development,” 
he said, “but it is my opinion that if 
the commission should license ground 
stations for this purpese to a single 
company it would be with the under- 
standing that other companies should 
be served if the occasion arises.” 

The need of alloting single frequen- 
cies for use by landing field communi- 
cation stations was urged by A. H. 
Walls of the Airways Division, De- 
partment, of Commerce. He said the 
use of radio to direct traffic at con- 
gested airports would prevent acci- 
dents. 

Lt. C. K. Jett, short wave expert of 
the Radio Commission, warned the air 
transport companies that if they spent 
too much time in experiments few fre- 
ee for their use would be avail- 
able. 





The War Department Message Cen- 
ter has moved into its new quarters in 
the Munitions Building, Washington, 
D. C., which are in the course of reno- 
vation. The move has doubled the 
space at its disposal, and all apparatus 
will be installed in a readily accessible 
position, radio equipment along one 
wall of the quarters and telegraph 
equipment along the other.

Designations in Army of U. S. 


WHILE the system of determining 
the designations of units in 

of the United States was de- 
ned several years ago, it has been 
8 that the subject would have 
special interest during the current 

riod of sumer encampments, and the 

ollowing digest of General Orders No. 
5, 1925, as amended, covering these 
designations, has accordingly been pre- 
pared. 

It is provided in the National De- 
fense Act that, in the reorganization 
of the National Guard and the initial 
organization of the Organized Reserve, 
World War designations shall be pre- 
served as far as practicable. G. O. No. 
5 adds that it is likewise desired to 
preserve in the Regular Army the 
designations of units that participated 
in the various wars of the United 
States. 

Subject to such exceptions as the 
above may occasion, the system of 
designation is as follows: 

Armies in a single series beginning 
with 1, as the First Army; Army corps 
in a single series beginning with 
(Roman) I, as I Corps. 

(Arabic numerals are used for all 
other units, except squadrons, other 
than Air Corps, and companies, troops, 
or batteries, for which letters are 


used.) . 
Only the Infantry, Cavalry, and Air 
Corps are organized in separate di- 
visions, the branch name being used 
in Cavalry division designations, di- 
visions in the Air Corps being desig- 
nated Air Divisions, and the branch 
name being omitted for Infantry di- 
visions. These divisions, of course, all 
have detachments from other branches. 
The branch name is likewise omit- 
ted in designating Infantry brigades, 
but used with Cavalry, Field Artillery, 
and Coast Artillery brigades. The 
latter are further designated by their 
individual ordnance, etc.; as the 30th 
Coast Artillery Brigade (Ry.), the 
39th Coast Artillery Brigade (T. D.) 
(Tractor Drawn). Air Corps brigades 
are termed Airship, Balloon, or Bom- 
bardment Brigades. Other branches 
are not organized into brigades. 
Designations of the other subdi- 
visions can best be explained under a 
discussion of the various branches. 
The abbreviation R. A. stands for 
Regular Army, N. G. for National 
Guard, and O. R. for Organized Ke- 
serves. The parenthetic additions are 
not official, but should be added where 
their use is desirable. 
Numbers in the Branches. 
Infantry: divisions—R. A., begin- 
ning with 1; N. G., beginning with 26; 
O. R., beginning with 76; brigades— 
R. A., beginning with 1; N. G., begin- 
ning with 51; O. R., beginning with 
151; regiments—R. A., beginning with 
1; N. G., beginning with 101; O. R., 
beginning with 301; division military 
police companies take the number of 
the division, as ist Military Police 
Company; division tank companies 
likewise take the number of the di- 
vision; while in numeration of mili- 
tary police battalions of Army corps 
and armies, and tank battalions, the 
system of numeration for regiments is 
used, with the omission of the num- 
bers of the companies assigned to di- 
visions. we 
Cavalry; divisions—R. A., beginning 
with 1; N. G., beginning with 21; O. 
R., beginning with 61; brigades—R.A., 
beginning with 1; N. G., beginning 
with 51; O. R., beginning with 151; 
regiments—same system as for Infan- 
try; machine-gun squadrons—number 
of brigade, as Ist Machine Gun 


uadron. 

Field Artillery, ie., Light Field Ar- 
tillery (Division and General Head- 
quarters Reserve), Medium Field Ar- 
tillery (Corps), Heavy Field Artillery 
(Corps and G. H. Q. Reserve); bri- 
gades of all types and calibers—same 
as Infantry brigades; regiments and 
separate battalions of all types and 
calibers—same as Infantry regiments, 
except that trench mortar regiments 
are in a single series beginning with 
1. Thus there might be the designa- 
tion 1st Field Artillery (75 mm. gun 
pack, 155 mm. howitzer, 155 mm. gun, 
etc.), or 82nd Field Artillery Batta- 
lion (horse). Ammunition trains and 
observation battalions, the latter exist- 
ing at peace strength only as a bat- 
tery with the number of the battalion, 
have the same numeration as_regi- 
ments. The Ist Observation Battalion 
is under peace organization the Ist 
Observation Battery. 

Coast Artillery Corps brigades of 
all types and calibers are all in the 
same series as the Field Artillery; 
Regular Army regiments, separate 
battalions, and batteries of all types 
and calibers are in a series beginning 
with 1, while those for the Nationa! 
Guard and the Organized Reserve are 
in a series with the Field Artillery.

Balloon Service Company, Aijirship 
Service Company, Photo Section, Com- 
munications Section, etc. 

In the Corps of Engineers regi- 
ments, separate battalions, trains, and 
companies of all types are numerated 
the same as Infantry Regiments. Typi- 
cal names are Ist Engineers (Combat), 
29th Engineer Battalion (Topographic), 
715th Engineer Shop and Depot Com- 
pany, 550th Engineer Train (Bridge 
Heavy). 

Signal Corps—Division signal com- 
panies and troops take the number of 
the division; omitting such numbers, 
signal battalions of Army corps and 
armies and construction battalions are 
numbered like regiments, Infantry. 
Meterological construction battalions 
are numbered like regiments, Infan- 
try. Meteorological companies, pigeon 
companies, radio companies, and serv- 
ice companies (designated Signal Serv- 
ice Companies) are each in single 
series beginning with 1. 

Medical Department—The Infantry 

Quartermaster Corps — Quartermas- 
ter trains of divisions, Army corps, 
and armies take the number of the di- 
vision, etc., as Ist Division Quarter- 
master Train, lst Corps Quartermas- 
ter Train, etc. Infantry regimental 
designations are given to the follow- 
ing: motor transport commands, mo- 
tor transport companies, motorcycle 
companies, motor repair battalions, 
motor repair sections, wagon com- 
panies, pack trains, remount troops, 
service battalions, clothing and bath 
units, and sales commissary units. 
Wagon trains take the name of the 
Army corps, as Ist Corps Wagon 
Train; field remount depots take the 
number of the Army corps or Army; 
and division service companies take 
the number of the division. 
regiment’s system of numeration is 
used for medical regiments and squad- 
rons, collecting companies and troops, 
ambulance companies and troops, and 
veterinary companies and _ troops.

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Minnesota O. R. C. Convention 


THE Minnesota Department of the 
Reserve Officers’ Association of the 
United States held its Seventh Annual 
Convention at Duluth, June 28 and 29, 
1929. The meeting was well attended 
by representative Reserve Officers 
from all sections of the State. 

Lt. Col. Thomas E. Parkhill, Inf.- 
Res., Minneapolis, president of the as- 
sociation for the past two years, pre- 
sided at all sessions, and Capt. Ormie 
C. Lance, Inf.-Res., Minneapolis, sec- 
retary for the past two years, kept the 
records. The convention committee was 
headed by Capt. E. H. Dresser of 
Duluth who was assisted by Maj. James 
E. Slack, Cav. D. O. L., who is in 
charge of Reserve Officer training in 
the Duluth area. 

A banquet was held at Hotel Duluth 
June 28. Brig. Gen. Albert J. Bowley, 
General Staff Corps, Washington, D. 
C., spoke of the Reserve Corps in our 
present plan of national defense and 
pointed out to the officers present that 
the War Department not only is deeply 
interested in the Reserve Corps but is 
doing everything it can within the lim- 
its of congressional appropriations to 
train and equip Reserve Officers. 

Maj. Peter C. Bullard, C. of E., Dis- 
trict Engineer at Duluth, gave a talk 
on foreign relations. Maj. Bullard was 
two years in Paris as military attache 
in the American Embassy and had a 
splendid opportunity to observe for- 
eign conditions, not only from a mili- 
tary but from an economic point of 
view. 

Maj. Theodore K. Spencer, Inf., of 
Seventh Corps Area Headquarters at 
Omaha, explained to the officers the 
method of training and promotion fol- 
lowed by Corps Area Headquarters. He 
impressed upon the officers the urgent 
need for devoting some time and effort 
to military matters, since only through 
this means can the Reserve Officer 
qualify for active duty should an emer- 
gency arise. He stated that it is the 
hope of Corps Area Headquarters that 
a larger percentage of Reserve Offi- 
cers will take an active interest in 
the future than has been true in the 
past. Maj. Spencer has charge of the 
training of Reserve Officers. 

Col. T. A. Pearce, Chief of Staff, 
88th Division, reminded the Reserve 
Officers that each should take a hand in 
combatting the influence of misguided 
pacifists, who are either ignorant of the 
purposes of national defense or are in- 
spired by agencies and organizations 
intent upon undermining the patriot- 
ism of American citizens.

lar Army on duty in connection with 
the National Guard. 

A-27768. (S) Pay—Foreign Service 
—Commutation of quarters—Re-enlist. 
ment under act of March 3, 1909, 35 
Stat. 836. The act of March 3, 1909, 
35 Stat. 836, authorizing re-enlistment, 
under certain circumstances, of sol- 
diers of the Twenty-fifth Regiment, 
United States Infantry, discharged 
without honor November 25, 1906, as 
the result of a shooting affray at 
Brownsville, Texas, on the night of 
August 13-14, 1906, does not authorize 
payment of increase in pay for foreign 
service over the period covered by the 
act during which the 25th Infantry 
was serving in the Philippine Islands, 
or of commutation of quarters. 50 
Ct. Cls. 392.

Comp. Dec. 649; 4 Comp. Gen. 987. 

A-27513. (S) Medical treatment while 
on leave—Army Officer. 

Reimbursement to an Army officer 
for civilian hospitalization and medical 
treatment while away from post of 
duty on leave of absence is not author- 
ized. 


The fact that the officer had suffered 
for several years from the physical con- 
dition requiring his emergency private 
hospitalization and civilian medical 
treatment, and that he had just prior 
to going on leave been confined in a 
post hospital by reason thereof is no 
basis for allowance under the law. 

A-27884. (S) Pay—Retired—World 
War officers. 

Persons who served during the World 
War as emergency warrant officers are 
not entitled by reason of such service 
to retirement under the act of May 24, 
1928, 45 Stat. 735. 

Persons who served as commissioned 
warrant officers in the Navy or Ma- 
rine Corps during the World War other 
than as commissioned warrant officers 
of the Regular Navy or Marine Corps, 
and who are otherwise within the act 
of May 24, 1928, 45 Stat. 735, are enti- 
tled to the benefits of that act. 

A person who served in the Army 
during the World War as a commis- 
sioned officers, other than as a com- 
missioned officer of the Regular Army, 
who subsequent to his World War serv- 
ice was appointed a warrant officer and 
who was later retired as such for phy- 
sical disability, is entitled to the bene- 
fits of the act of May 24, 1928, 45 Stat. 
735, if otherwise within its terms upon 
the filing of evidence of separation 
from the retired list of the Regular 
Army.

A-27888. (S) Leave of absence— 


Postal employees who are members 
of the Officers’ Reserve Corps are not 
entitled to leave with pay, under the 
act of May 12, 1917, 40 Stat. 72, while 
attached by the War Department at 
their own expense and on voluntary ap- 
plication for training and instruction 
as authorized by Army Regulations 
140-5, par. 38 and 39.

We received telegraphic notice of the 
accident before his application for insur- 
ance was received and notified our New 
York attorneys. His protection dated from 
postmark on his application. 

The officer proceeded on his way and 
took no further notice of the matter. We 
closed the case by compromise and had 
the suit withdrawn, knowing that juries 
usually hold the car owner to blame when 
a pedestrian is injured, no matter what 
the circumstances of the case may prove 


to be.

Extended A. C. R. Duty 


A LETTER on the subject of extended 

active duty for Air Corps Reserves 
has been sent by the Adjutant General 
to each corps area and department 
commander. It reads: 

Applications of Air Corps Reserve 
officers for extended active duty should 
be carefully examined at Corps Area 
Headquarters with a view to corrobo- 
rating the qualifications and flying time 
claimed therein. These applications 
should be referred for remark and rec- 
ommendations to commanders of posts 
where the active duty is desired. For- 
warding indorsements of Corps Area 
Commanders should contain the group 
flying classification of the applicant to- 
gether with all other available perti- 
nent information which would be of 
assistance in determining whether or 
not the Reserve officer should be given 
extended active duty.

CHAPLAIN RESERVE CORPS, 

HE Chaplains Corps of the United 

States Army is a branch of the 
Army oragnization that has a tech- 
nique and an Esprit de Corps all its 
own. It requires a specialized training 
that would not apply in whole to any 
other branch of the service. And yet 
this fact does not release the Chaplain 
from the necessity of making himself 
acquainted with the basic and elemen- 
tary knowledge concerning all branches 
of the Army. 

There are several reasons why a 
Chaplain should become as thoroughly 
familiar with all phases of Army in- 
formation as possible. With special 
point does this apply to a Chaplain in 
the Organized Reserve Corps. Hi. pro- 
@ession in civil life has given him the 
opportunity and ability to impart in- 
formation to others in a way to in- 
fluence considerable groups of his fel- 
low citizens. More than any other offi- 
cer he has opportunities to present to 
the civilian population a true picture 
of what goes on day by day in the 
life of the armed forces of the nation. 
He can correct and eliminate many mis- 
conceptions and prejudiced ideas which 
are current in the every-day thinking 
of the man on the street. With the 
object in view of keeping sentiment 
alive in the nation for adequate pre- 
paredness for national defense, he can 
acquaint his fellow citizens with the 
fact that the United States Army is 
one of the greatest constructive forces 
in the nation during the days of peace. 


Should Study Problems. 

It is not enough that a Chaplain 
of the Reserve Corps shall understand 
the general requirements of a minister 
of religion in the Army and how to 
administer his owh particular work. 
He should become familiar with the 
general and elementary facts and prob- 
lems of all other branches of the serv- 
ice. To accomplish this there is no 
better way than to attend the summer 
camps of the Organized Reserve Corps. 

Suppose a Chaplain in the Reserve 
Corps attends the summer camp of the 
Medical Reserve Officers. He arrives 
in camp with a general and theoretical 
idea of what a minister of religion may 
do in serving a group of soldiers. The 
Army policy requires that the Chaplain 
stress religious work as his central 
task and, more than likely, when he 
arrives in camp he will be wondering 
where and in what way he can arrange 
for a service of divine worship. In this 
case he will be thrown among profes- 
sions! men of more or less fixed habits 
and mature points of view. He may 
find himself occupying a detached and 
rather puzzling position. He will en- 
deavor to acclimate himself to the 
spirit and work of the camp but may 
have no idea of just what to do to be- 
come a part of it. 

The Chaplain is often the Athletic 
Officer of his unit. But the time al- 
lotted to athletics, while adequate in 
summer reserve camps, will not so fill 
the Chaplain’s thoughts that it chal- 
lenges all his imagination. He will 
still feel that he is a supernumerary, 
coming into the scheme of things for 
a brief period and then fading out 
into « period of inactivity. By posses- 
sing. himself, personality, tact and bal- 
ance, may make enough personal 
contacts that are helpful to the pur- 
pose of the camp; but even at that he 
may feel himself more or less outside 
of the training plan. 


Fitted Into General Plan.

startling, the extent to which a period 
of infantry drill will make a man aware 
of the Sluggishness of his ordinary 
thinking. He will find himself, every 
day, being brought back from lazy 
and inattentive attitudes of thought to 
coordination of mind and body. The 
Chaplain is being ushered into a world 
of new knowledge as to efficacy of 
military drill for the developing of in- 
dividual character. He is able to go 
back to his community and speak from 
experience. 

The schedule called for our attend- 
ance at every conference and discus- 
sion. We went with our respective 
units in the study of field problems. 
Side by side with our fellow officers 
we studied such subjects as “The Mili- 
tary Policies of the United States,” 
“The Mechanization of Modern Ar- 
mies,” “Military Law,” “Mobilization 
Plans,” “Hygiene and _ Sanitation,” 
“Map Reading,” “The Mess,” “Issue 
and Care of Property,” etc. 


Soldiers and Citizenship Subjects. 

We became acquainted with subjects 
that clearly bore a close relation to our 
interests as Chaplains, as for instance, 
“Citizenship in Military Training,” 
“The Non-Commissioned Officer,” “The 
Soldier, His Pack and His Problems.” 
Besides these, we made ourselves ac- 
quainted with the information related 
to the duties of the Medical Depart- 
ment, the Army Medical Units, Medi- 
cal Supply Officer and Supplies, Regi- 
mental Medical Units, Medical Aspect 
of Mobilization, etc. 

Day after day, contact in the bar- 
racks and in the classroom, on the drill 
field and on the problem hikes, brought 
a camaraderie between our brother of- 
ficers aud ourselves. Instead of being 
on the outside, striving to get into the 
spirit and purpose of the camp, we 
found ourselves essentially an integral 
part of the plan itself. The spirit of 
the medical officers attending the 
camp became a real thing. 

Actuai rehearsal of the drill of the 
litter bearers, practice in locating bat- 
talion aid stations, ambulance stations, 
hospital and surgical stations, the re- 
lation of roads to these problems, made 
us sympathetic with the problems of 
the great Medical Corps with which 
we worked. 

Duties Performed Naturally. 


In a day we found ourselves trusted 
and on intimate terms with individual 
men, able to lead them to church serv- 
ices at the chapel, gaining their co- 
operation in plans for intra-unit ath- 
letic competition and activities of social 
and entertainment natures. Thus we 
found the peculiar duties of our office 
being assumed and carried through 
naturally, without strain or artifici- 
ality. 

Thus, more nearly and naturally, did 
we Reserve Chaplains find ourselves 
simulating actual conditions faced by 
Regular Army and National Guard Of- 
ficers of that Corps. We feel that we 
have stepped naturally and without 
strain into a whole new realm of use- 
fulness to our fellow men. We have 
obtained, at first hand, material that 
will be invaluable to us in representing 
our office before the people of our 
home communities in civil life. 

For the information of other Reserve 
Chaplains who, being ordered to sum- 
mer camp, are wondering how they 
may “fit in” and find a real and useful 
place for themselves, there are given 
here a few of the lesser things accom- 
plished which contributed toward mak- 
ing this a camp which is conceded by 
many to be one of the best ever at- 
tended. 

Some Accomplishments. 

1. Tactfully adjusting misunder- 
standings between individuals and thus 
preserving morale within the unit. 

2. The recovery, through careful in- 
quiry, of supposedly stolen 
(In all cases the property was 
by a friend.) 

3. The cultivation of appreciation for 
the instructor and commander of the 
respective units, to the extent that ties 
of respect and friendship were formed, 
to remain hrough the years. 

4. The promotion of a “stunt night,” 
in which all units and many individuals 
participated, revealing, among the men 
themselves, a host of material for fine, 
wholesome entertainment. At this 
ga hering, suitable trophies were pre- 
sented officially to winning teams in 
the different sports. 

Tnese and many other things of like 
nature contributed toward placing us 
in the position which a Chaplain so 


much desires. Bu: while we feel we 
bave a bh’. ed + measure of success, it 
md preper to acknowledge | 
ssistance rendered by 
a ned ail the many and 
a ‘ of the camp.
